Senior citizens in Wheeling traditional- 


ly hnvc been n group that received n lot 
of talk from the local government, but 
IlKIc actual aa.iUt.nncc. 


This, however, may soon be changing. 


A small group of older residents, work- 
ing through the Senior Citizens' Club, is 
pushing the village and the township to 
establish programs for the seniors. Both 
agencies arc actively studying these pro- 
posed programs, although no concrete 
action has been taken. 


Until recently, most senior citizens in 


Wheeling were not concerned with organ- 
izing to seek help from various govern- 
mental agencies. The Senior Citizens 
Club, organized In the mid-1960s, pro- 
vided the opportunity for older residents 
to socialize, but little was done to active- 
ly solve the special problems of the some 
BOO seniors In the village. 


WILLIAM FISHER. 127 N. Wolf Rd.. Is 


one senior citizen who is hoping to organ- 
ize the older residents to help them- 
selves. He said the Senior Citizens' Club, 
(ho only organization for older residents, 
has so far not taken up the cause. 


"In my estimation, it is not serving 


what a senior citizens' club should," ho 
unld. "More or less, those who arc able 
to go out and get to the meetings are

Investigation into corruption in Wheeling 
and poor communications between offi- 
cers and patrolmen. 


Chief Peter Guttilla denied that there 


is any effort to uncover sources of the 
news story. "You'vo got more informa- 
tion than I do," he said, referring a re- 
porter to the village manager's office. 


When asked about yesterday's meet- 


ing, Guttilla said: "I don't want to com- 
ment There's nobody hero who'll com- 
ment." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt earlier 


said he had no knowledge that any pa- 
trolmen were being quizzed by depart- 
ment brass. He said he has not talked to 
Guttilla about providing information to 
newspapers and that there is no intention 
of preventing newspapers from getting 
police news. 


Passolt was not available for comment 


after the meeting and it could not be de- 
termined if he attended the session. 
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transportation, friendly visitors for the 
seniors and a way to keep seniors in- 
formed of various programs available to 
them. 


Fisher lias asked the village to start 


developing some kind of program for the 
older residents funded by a federal 
grant. He suggested that the first step 
might be to establish some sort of Infor- 
mation center for senior citizens. 


"One thing I suggested Is maybe they 


can put one desk in the village hall, just 
to have a telephone there and have 
someone answer it when it rings," he 
said. "The senior citizens don't know 
where to go for information." 


M. 0. IIORCHER. village adminis- 


trative assistant, said the village is ex- 
ploring the possibility of establishing 
such a referral and information service. 
"That would be the very first service we 
could do right now," he said. "The vil- 
lage right now doesn't have any social 
service agency that fills that bill at this 
time." 


Horchcr sold, however, that Wheeling 


now is trying to decide how to implement 
such a program. 


"To do this somebody has to do it," he 


said. "Where do wo locate, how do we 
structure it? This is now a management 
or government decision." 


If the program is implemented, Hor: 


chcr said he is sure it will expand into 
other areas. 


"Once wo start looking, I think we're 


going to find a lot of needs, a lot of lone- 
some people," he said. 
{ 


FISHER AGREED that the more vis- 


ible senior citizens, the ones who can get > 
out, do not need the help as much as the 
shut-Ins. He said the biggest problem in 
the village is tack of transportation. 


"Some can't get to the doctor because 


there's no transportation to take them, 
and the yrcally don't have the money for 
a cab," he said. Fisher also noted there 
is no transportation to get people to rec- 
reational programs, and said the village 
bus docs not run frequently enough to get 
people to shopping centers. 


There also arc few special programs 


for senior citizens in the 
1 village. Wheel- 


ing Park District Sup'.. Dave Phillips 
said the district gives senior citizens dis- 
counts on park programs, but said there 
are no programs specifically designed 
for seniors. 


PHILLIPS SAID the park district is 


developing general programs for the 
community, instead of focusing on specif- 
ic groups. "We try to involve them in the 
adult classes period," he said. He noted, 
however, that there is no special effort 
made to recruit the seniors. 


Fisher said he thinks the seniors can 


Improve community programs to their 
benefit by becoming organized. For ex- 
ample, he said a group of 103 residents of 
the Cameo Terrace complex recently 
Joined together to seek a property tax 
reduction on their homes. 


"And we did get them to reduce it 


$93,000 on this building," he said. "But 
usually the senior citizens are not knowl- 
edgeable enough to know, or they don't 
have the get up and go to do it." 


According to Fisher, some of Wheel- 


ing's older residents are not concerned 
about developing programs because they 
are not presently having problems. He 
said, however, he thinks it is important 
to work for social programs before the 
problems develop. "Maybe tomorrow I 
might need it," he said.

Jackie's pink suit, muffled drums, the 


riderless horse — all small details that 
were scared 
forever 
into America's 


memory in the days that followed Nov. 
22, 1963. 


Adults who lived through the event can 


remember exactly where they were and 
what they were doing when the news 
came. Mention the date and the memo- 
ries come rushing back. 


But for the children — the children 


who are today in high school — the mem- 
ories are just as intense, and perhaps 
more painful, than those of their parents. 


This was the generation which, in the 


words of one girl, was "raised by Walter 
Conkitc." Today's high school senior was 
in second grade that year; a sophomore 
was in kindergarten. Recently a group of 
students at a Northwest suburban high 
school assembled to recall the events of 
the weekend which began in Dallas. 


KAREN MILLER was in second grade 


at a Catholic school. "I remember we 
had a silent prayer," she said, "and then 
we all started crying. We understood he 
was a great man. Our teacher was from 
a foreign country and I remember she 
couldn't understand why we were so up- 
set. She herded us all into a rest room 
and she had to keep putting cold towels 
on our faces because we wouldn't stop 
crying." 


Wendy Berkowitz was in a public 


school, also in second grade. The teacher 
announced what happened and then they 
were dismissed for the day. "I remem- 
ber I didn't think anyone else in the 
country knew, just our class — and I was 
going to tell everybody. But I came 
home and my mother was just sitting at 
the kitchen table and she knew already." 
she said. 


TWO THINGS stand out in their memo- 


ries of the event, the group said. One 
was that they kept asking "why" — a 
question the adults around them were 
unable to answer. Also, they realized 
their parents and teachers did not really 
know the children understood what was 
happening.

Ten difficult years have passed since 


the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 
When it occurred many of us were cer- 
tain it would be as traumatic a national 
disaster as we would ever experience. As 
people still recall where they were when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked or Franklin 
Roosevelt died, many of us sensed imme- 
diately that we could not conceivably for- 
get our whereabouts at the time of this 
tragedy of comparable consequence. 


Our grief was overwhelming. Our loss 


was of a 46-year-old president of extraor- 
dinary intellect and personal magnetism 
who had Injected vitality and style into 
an office seemingly tired and direction- 
less in the waning years of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. However, while 
we mourned and feared for the future, 
we had no expectation that the events of 
the next decade would at times be so 
nightmarish that JFK's death could to- 


day be viewed as a distant beginning of a 
long spiritual depression. 


Cynicism and doubt set in almost im- 


mediately in the hours and days follow- 
ing Nov. 22,1963. The millions of families 
that clustered, as mine did, before tele- 
vision sets that Friday and through the 
next Monday were witnesses to the in- 
credible. The arrest of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the alleged but not confessed as- 
sassin, his shooting by Jack Ruby, and 
then, finally, the President laid to rest 
before a dispirited and confused nation. 


NOBODY. IT SEEMED, was quite cer- 


tain how it had all happened, and before 
people wiped away their tears they em- 
braced unsubstantiated but inventive the- 
ories. Not even the report of a presiden- 
tial commission headed by U.S. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, issued the next fall, 
could convince many that there had been 
no conspiracy. Subsequent critiques of 
the report and conflicting interpretations

The sites arc sheriff's police facilities 


already owned by the county tliat are 
scheduled to be vacated when the new 
sheriff's department building Is com- 
pleted In Maywood. The three sites are 
in Nlles, llomcwood and Bedford Park. 


Tlic county testing sites may not bo 


necessary, Mole said, If officials decide 
next month that other measures will re- 
duce pollution In Chicago. 


THE OltDER to test all county ve- 


Iilclcs was part of an EPA directive tills 


week to bring down the pollution level in 
Chicago, but Mole said suburban autos 
contribute only 1 per cent to the pollution 
problem. He said all county monitoring 
stations in the suburbs show pollution 
levels below EPA standards, so the prob- 
lem Is In the Chicago central business 
district.

Court denies Carey plea for grand jury 


The Illinois Supreme Court has denied 


a request for a special grand Jury In- 
vestigation Into possible misconduct by 
Gov. Daniel Walker, Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Dnloy and other Chicago offi- 
cials. 


The request was made by Republican 


Cook County State's Atty. Bernard 
Corey, whoso petition for n special grand 
jury was turned down Oct. 31 by Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Joseph A. 
Power. 


Cnrey appealed the decision to the 


sUtc Supreme Court and the high court 
. upheld Power's ruling without comment. 


AT A PRESS conference late yester- 


day, Carey said he is "disappointed" with 
the decision. "We will carefully examine 
every possible alternative left to finish 
this Job." 


Corey said IKS will ask Power to extend 


the 30-day term of the November grand 
Jury "because of on Incomplete countiy- 
wide Investigation going on right now." 
Carey refused to explain details of the 
probe. 


The Republican state's attorney also 


will ask Power, a Democrat and former 
law associate of Daley, to impanel a 
second, 30-day grand Jury. 


"We probably will be forced to ask 


members of the present grand jury to 
give up some evening hours to complete 
our Investigations," he said. 


"We will bo exploring possibilities that 


the U. S. Attorney's office may under- 
take Investigation of some of our cases 
which also violate federal law." 


IN PETITIONING Power for the spe- 


cial grand jury, Carey sold ho wanted to 
Investigate Walker's campaign financlrig 


practices, particularly the loan from Chi-

awarding of city insurance to the firm 
that employed one of the mayor's sons, 
and possible links between City Hall and 
syndicate policy wheel operations.

MOLE SAID THE deadline puts the 


county on a tight schedule, particularly 
since the department's budget hearings 
arc already over and officials did not 
take into account added expenses of the 
proposed testing facilities. 


"We'd like to see some federal mon- 


ey," Mole said, to pay for construction, 
installation of equipment and data pro- 
cessing that would be necessary. 


More than 1 million cars would have to 


be tested. Mole said, and with rctcstlng 
of cars that failed first examinations, 
testing totals could run to $1.5 million a 
year. 


Because tlie plan las to be designed 


and submitted by March 1, Mole said the 
county will go ahead with planning until 
told to stop. He said he Is now preparing 
a report for the Cook County Board and 
Pres. George W. Dunne.

After the latest disclosure by presiden- 


tial attorney J. Fred Bushardt, U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge John J. Sirica asked the 
White House voluntarily turn over all the 
Watergate tapes Immediately. 


if the White House doesn't comply, Si- 


rica said he wold ask special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski to subpoena them at once. 


"It's not that I don't trust the White 


House," said Sirica, "but the court would 
feel much better if the President would 


voluntarily submit the tapes to the custo- 
dy of the courts." 


The judge said he would assign two 


deputy marshals to 24-hour-a-day guard 
duty to assure that the tapes were pio- 
tcctcd In a locked safe. 


Buzlmrdt told Sirica the faulty tape 


was made June 20, 1072, and discovered 
to contain "an audible tone and no con- 
versation" for 18 minutes. He later told 
reporters that tape covered a conversa- 
tion Nixon had with former White House 
Chief of Staff H. R. Haldcman.

Kissinger ivarns of oil retaliation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger warned Arab 
o i I-producIng states Wednesday the 
United States would be forced to consider 
retaliating if they continue their oil em- 
bargo "unreasonable and indefinitely." 


Five days after his return from a 


round-the-world tour that included talks 
with Arab rulers on n Middle East cease- 
fire, Kissinger suggested It was unrea- 
sonable to continue the embargo now 
that Israel and Egypt have stopped 
fighting and arc moving toward negotia- 
tions on a long-range peace settlement. 


While U. S. military support for Israel 


was the Arabs' justification for cutting 
off the flow of oil to the United States, 
Kissinger told a 50-minute news confer- 
ence that Washington was simply helping 
bring a "just peace" to the Middle East, 
without favoring cither side. 


"However, it is clear that If pressures 


continue unreasonably and Indefinitely, 
then the United States would have to con- 
sider what countermcasures it would 
have to take," Kissinger said. 


"We would do this with enormous re- 


luctance, and we arc still hopeful that 


matters will not reach that point," he 
""• 


added. 


"Those countries taking

should consider if it is appropriate to do 
so while peace talks" are under way, 
Kissinger said. 


He warned Arab oil producers they 


should understand that the United States 
will not bow to their pressures.

limit products imported from this coun- 
try and close American markets to other 
exports.

Budget Chief Roy L. Ash emerged 


from a White House meeting with Nixon 
to tell reporters the President's choices, 
to be announced in the relatively near fu- 
ture, would conform with his announce- 
ment last weekend that he hoped to avert 
rationing, using it only as a last resort. 


Ash said that while a ban on weekend

Israeli Prime Minister Golda Meir said 


Wednesday Egypt and Syria are threat- 
ening to renew fighting in the Middle 
East and "the war may be resumed at 
any moment." She said the Soviets had 
already replaced all the equipment lost 
by the Egyptians and Syrians in the re- 
cent war. 


Mrs. Mclr spoke to a meeting of the

Pogue arc scheduled to open the outside 
hatch at 10:10 a.m.

Mission commander Gerald P. Carry 


will remain inside the 114-foot space sta- 
tion during the walk — perhaps the long- 
est of the three Skylab missions — to test 
the repair of the earth studies antenna. 


The antenna, which failed during Sky- 


lab 2, is out of the normal path the 
astronauts use during walks. The pilots 
will have to attach two portable foot re- 


straints resembling oversized snowshocs 
before attempting the repairs. 


Pogue will have to sit on Gibson's 


shoulders to reach the antenna with Gib- 
son feeding him the tools.

Living Council told reporters that prices 
hi the report "are up by an amount I 
regard as bad news." 


The October report showed fuel oil and 


coal prices up nearly 6 per cent, gasoline 
and motor oil up 3 per cent and clothing 
prices rising faster than usual for the 
season. 


But poultry and egg prices were down 


sharply for the second straight month, 
and meat and veal also dropped substan- 
tially. Other foods rose only marginally 
for an overall dropoff in supermarket 
prices, but the cost of restaurant meals 
rose 1.8 per cent.

it could prejudice their damage suits 
filed in the case.

Board report In September blamed the 
crash on the pilot's failure to properly 
handle cockpit activities. 


The NTSB report followed hearings In 


February and March. In those hearings, 
Investigation was made of allegations by 
self-styled researcher Sherman Skolnick 
that sabotage figured in the crash be- 
cause the plane carried persons involved 
In the dropping of a natural gas antitrust 
suit by then Attorney General John Mit- 
chell. 


Among the victims of the crash were 


Mrs. Dorothy Hunt, wife of convicted 


Watergate conspirator E. Howard Hunt, 
and searchers found In the plane wreck- 
age $10,000 in $100 bills which she was 
later found to have been carrying. 


The verdict Wednesday came after a 


coroner's jury heard testimony from 
John Haigh, a retired Air Force lieuten- 
ant colonel now serving as a deputy coro- 
ner and specializing In air fatalities. 


Hnigh quoted from the NTSB report, 


saying that the plane, a Boeing 737 jet, 
stalled when pilot Wendell L. White- 
house, 44, tried to speed up the engines 
for a new approach to a landing at Mid- 
way Airport. The plane had been ordered 
by the control tower to make a new ap- 
proach to avoid a smaller private craft 
landing ahead of it. 


Halgh, who said he conducted his own 


investigation, testified that none of the 
crew retracted the wing flaps which had 
been extended to slow the plane for de- 
scent. He said. when a stall warning 
sounded, Whltehouse moved the flaps 
and applied full power and by then it was 
too late.

Hospital group protests Phase IV guidelines 


The Chicago Hospital Council an- 


nounced Wednesday It would support the 
American Hospital Association in legal 
action to block the proposed Phase IV 
Economic Stabllzation Program guide- 
lines for hospital and health care costs. 


CIIC Pres. Malcolm MacCoun, of 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights, said of the guidelines, 
"We believe them to be unsound, inequi- 
table and in the long run ... will contrib- 
ute to a decline In the quality of health 
care that we can provide our commu- 
nity." 


The proposed guidelines would limit 


hospitals to n 7.5 per cent Increase for 
services and goods. Hospitals would have 
to absorb Increased costs over the 7.5 per 
cent limit, according to the CHC. 


THE COST OF Living Council an- 


nounced the proposed guidelines last 
month and request comments from the 
public until Dec. I. The final guidelines, 
to bo announced within a month, will 
take effect Jan. 1,1974.

Arlington Park officials had no com-

SEVERAL MASTER plans are be- 


lieved to be in existence for development 
of Arlington Park's property and a 1969 
annexation agreement with the Village of 
Arlington Heights waives all restrictions 
on high-rise apartment buildings.

Park started work on a future master 
plan. The move sparked speculation the 
race track was planning to take advan- 
tage of the special zoning favors guaran- 
teed It In the annexation agreement.

should have calculated its payable taxes 
as if it were conducting only one meet. 


The distinction is important because 
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the state's betting tax increases in pro- 
portion to a meet's total "handle" or 
amount of wagering. 


The state taxes only 5 per cent of the 


first $5 million bet at any meet. But it 
takes 6 per cent of the next $5 million 
and 8.5 per cent of all wagering over $60 
million. 


By returning its total wagering figure 


to zero when it switched meets, CTE 
avoided paying higher percentage taxes 
to a total of $4.94 million over the five 
years the court held. 


An additional $642,968 in taxes paid un-

High food prices may be 
permanent, says farm exec

Rising production costs compounded by 


the energy crisis may mean food prices 
will be increasing permanently, William 
Kuhfuss, 
president of the American 


Farm Bureau, predicted yesterday. 


"Agriculture is in the same situation 


as all other energy-consuming industries 
in the country," Kuhfuss told The Herald 
yesterday. "I think there is a relation- 
ship between the cost of production and 
the price that the consumer is going to 
pay, and I think it is realistic to say that 
food costs will be going up." 


His comments came yesterday in the 


wake of an address Tuesday before the 
Cook County Farm Bureau's annual 
meeting in which the national bureau 
president predicted food price Increases 
may be due to the energy shortage. 


In a speech Tuesday at the Arlington 


Park Towers, Kuhfuss told the county 
farm bureau audience that blame for the 
current energy crisis "must be placed on 
government price controls and regu- 
latory actions" and added that rising op- 
erational costs in farming likely will put 
farmers in a cost-price bind. 


KUHFUSS SAID yesterday that while 


steps taken to relieve the energy squeeze 
will also help the food price situation, the 
long-range outlook is not bright. 


"The shortage isn't going to go away." 


he said. "We're going to have stress in 
the energy situation for a long time to 
come, I believe. 


"For 
agriculture to receive its fair 


share in the free marketplace, the con- 
sumer cannot expect to continue to pay 
the same prices for his food, which in- 
cidentally has always been the cheapest 
in the world," he added. 


In remarks made Tuesday during the 


farm bureau meeting. Kuhfuss said "ra- 
tioning and allocations of fuels arc not 
the answer to increased supplies. These 
measures don't add one unit of energy 
but merely establish formal methods for 
sparing the scarcities." 


He recommended four steps to in- 


crease energy supplies including in- 
creased off-shore drilling for oil on the 
continental shelf; eventual end to gov- 
ernment regulation of the natural gas in- 
dustry to provide incentive for new pro- 
duction development; the end of political 
determination of pricing to permit 
mar- 


ket prices to prevail and the removal ot 
new port facilities for importing fuel. 


Kuhfuss 
said agricultural production 


consumes about three per cent of the to- 
tal electricity produced in the United 
States and farmers use an additional 2 to 
3 per cent for other purposes. 


FARMS USE NEARLY 25 per cent ot 


the nation's production of liquefied petro- 
Icum gas for production and domestic 
purposes, he told the bureau. 


"Farmers don't like to pay higher 


prices for their production supplies," ha 
said, "but they know it is better to have 
fertilizer availaOlc at market prices than 
to have artificially low prices and in- 
sufficient fertilizer supplies. 


"That's why Farm Bureau recom- 


mended the removal of price controls on 
fertilizers," he said. "Higher world 
prices were siphoning off supplies from 
the U.S. market." 


Kuhfuss has been president of ths 


more than two million-member national 
American Farm Bureau since 1970. Prior 
to that he was president for 12 years of 
the Illinois Agricultural Association.

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Schools weigh driver ed 
cutbacks, changes in hours 


Planning I* under way In High School Dlst. 214 that may 


lead to cutbacks in the district's driver education program 
and changes In the hours students go to school in response to 
tho energy crisis. 


If gasoline shortages become acute, students in driver edu- 


cation programs may find themselves spending more time in 
class and less time on the "driving range," the area set aside 
at each school for driving practice. 


Elimination of the driving range could substantially cut the 


gasoline consumption for the district's 45 driver education 
cars, according to Assistant Supt. Rod McLennan. 


Currently, students In driver education spend about 30 


hours In the classroom, about seven hours in a driving simu- 
lator, seven hours on the driving range and about two hours 
in on-the-road driving time, McLennan sold. 


McLennan also said he Is discussing with other district offi- 


cials tho possibility that school days may be readjusted In 
order to save energy. McLennan said orx> possibility might be 
to lengthen school days and have students in school only four 
days a week. He said such proposals may be brought to the 
Dlst. 214 board soon. "We may use the energy crisis to try 
some new ideas," he said. 


DIST. 214 has had no trouble getting gasoline for driver 


education can and district officials said they have no idea 
when emergency cutbacks may be needed in the program. 
However, tho district has found Itself paying a higher price 


for gasoline since the village of Arlington Heights this week 
said It could no longer sell the district gas from its village- 
owned tanks. 


Assistant Supt Robert Weber said the village's cutoff of gas 


has not caused any major problem for the driver education 
program so far. Teachers are simply filling the cars' tanks at 
local gasoline stations, just as they did before the district 
made an agreement to buy gasoline from the village, he said. 


The district recently began buying gasoline from Arlington 


Heights and several other villages, Weber sold, because it 
enabled the district to save some money on the price per 
gallon. However, he said the villages arc receiving allocations 
of fuel based on the amount they used lost year, before the 
district started buying their gasoline. 


"THE PROBLEM seems to be that you can't find anybody 


who has any influence on these allocations," Weber said. Ho 
added that the district Is going to try to get village allocations 
increased. 


In the meantime, he sold driver education teachers arc 


being told to "spread their business around," rather than put 
pressure on Individual gas stations' supplies. Weber said the 
Increased cost of the gas, which ranges from 5 to 10 cents a 
gallon more at the private stations than at the village, will 
not hurt the district's over-all budget. 


The cost Increase will amount to an additional $4,000 for the 


district, he said. In the post, the district has used about 40,000 
gallons of gasoline a year. 


IEA reacts negatively 
to the energy shortage 


One thing that's been getting plenty of 


attention lately is the fuel shortage, oth- 
erwise known as the energy crisis. 


Everywhere you turn, It seems, people 


are talking about saving fuel by turning 
out lights, cutting down on driving and 
lowering thermostats. The president Is 
preparing to issue all sorts of orders that 
could require us to do many of those 
things. 


In this time of trouble, It's refreshing 


lo see how many people arc taking the 
long view — finding ways to cut power 
even at their own inconvenience. Why, 
just last week word came that tho fa- 
mous "strip" in Las Vegas has dimmed 
its lights. 


THAT'S WHY It was so heart-warming 


to get a news release this week from the 
Illinois Education Association, the stale's 
largest teacher organization and a group 
that styles itself a defender of education. 


With patriotic fervor and obvious con- 


cern about the energy crisis, the release 
announced that IEA Executive Secretary 
Curtis Plott has come out solidly against 
any suggestion that schools close this 
winter to conserve energy. 


"It Is absurd," Plott says in tho re- 


lease, "for those who are concerned 
about the nation's welfare to discuss 
closing schools before nonosscntlal busi- 
nesses such as bowling alleys and the- 
aters. What are tho priorities of this 
country if tho first buildings closed in a 
fuel shortage are our schools?" 


Now, I'm sure a lot of people can be 


somewhat sympathetic to some of the 
sentiments Plott expresses in that state- 
ment. It's clear that if the energy crisis 
Is going to be anywhere near as bad as 
some officials say, we'ro all going to 
have to think about our priorities. 


BUT WHAT possible service is tho IEA 


performing In the revaluation of prior- 
ities, if lls main contribution to the da- 
bate Is to flatly reject any consideration 
that schools might bo closed for the win- 
ter? 


After all, tho Las Vegas owners of 


those neon signs might be similarly help- 
ful and say they aren't going lo turn off 
their lights — it's a question of priorities 
for them, too. 


Some local school officials, luckily, are 


not following tho example of tho ItA. 
Instead, they are starting to think about 
all sorts of possibilities that may, or'may 
not, save fuel this winter. 


For example, suppose school days 


were extended for four days and then 
schools were closed each Friday or Man-

Republican and Democratic negotia-

Cook County, and suburban Cook County, 
bo guaranteed "return of services" for at 
least two-thirds of the money collected In 
those areas for RTA. 


• That it Include an "anti-patronage" 


provision, forbidding any pressure on 
RTA employes for political contributions 
or activities. 


STATE SEN. David J. Rcgncr, 


R-Mount Prospect, who became the chief 
advocate of Republican demands for 
RTA in the Senate during negotiations 
last week, said he also was pressing for 
a provision that would call rcapportlon- 
mcnt of representation of the RTA board 
of directors In 1980. Negotiators arc dis- 
cussing a number of proposals for the 
makeup of the board, all aimed at pro- 
viding representation to the City of Chi- 
cago, the .suburbs, and the fivo outlying 
counties.

Karen, who 
was sitting alone in her living room wit- 
nessing the murder, said, "It didn't both- 
er me that this guy had shot Lee Harvey 
Oswald.

"I remember 
when Bobby was shot," John says. "I 
was In fifth grade and when they said he 
was dead my teacher collapsed. She'd 
worked for him In the Wisconsin primary 
and she just started crying and they sent 
her home for the day." 


BY 1968, when Robert Kennedy and 


Martin Luther King died, "It seemed like 
everything was coming apart," John 
says now. 


The trauma of their childhood has not

"I think we're more aware than 
our parents ever were about politics," 
Cathie said. 


"We were pulled Into everything so 


soon that we got more involved," Karen 
added. 


As children, they came to terms with 


the assassination as best they could. 
Cathie made a scrapbook of pictures cut 
from magazines, with careful, childish 
writing announcing "This Is President 


Kennedy and his wife," or "this is the 
gun that killed President Kennedy." 


Karen took refuge in her religion. "The 


way I looked at It, God took him so he 
would always be a great man and he 
would never be shot down In our eyes. 
That's the way I explained it in second 
grade," she sold. 


NONE OF THOSE who had visited 


Washington, D.C. liked the stone monu- 
ment that has been erected at Kennedy's 
grave. They fondly remember the white 
picket fence and the simple eternal 
flaraa 
The monument, Karen said, 


"makes It seem plastic. He never really 
acted like he was way above us — you'd 
love to see a little cross — it would re- 
mind you of how warm he was." 


The memories, and the discussion of 


the memories even after 10 years, brings 
back the pain afresh, the group agreed. 
Debbie Fanlon, now a junior, was in first 
grade that day and she remembers "I 
spent the rest of the day on the teacher's 
lap." 


She was quiet as the others actively 


discussed their memories, lost In 
thought. But her last remark brought si- 
lence and agreement from the group. "I 
don't have much to say," she said. "I 
just feel like I would break down and cry 
if I could."

ojf the tragedy revealed an already pre- 
sent but growing public distrust of offi- 
cial pronouncements and those who 
made them. 


COMING TO THE presidency under 


the most trying of circumstances, Lyn- 
don B. Johnson first made strenuous 
and successful moves to continue Kenne- 
dy policies. As he began in office, the 
public's goodwill was clearly his, espe- 
cially when he quickly reaffirmed his 
commitment to the Kennedy legislative 
program. 


However, as much as he would pledge 


himself to labor for "all the people," Mr. 
Johnson could not capture the popular 
Imagination. He struggled to convince 
the public that his liberalism was sin- 
cere. Furthermore, he had to transcend 
mutual hostility between himself and the 
Kenn'.dys, In particular brother Robert, 
the attorney-general. 


FINALLY. THERE were his press re- 


lations, which were never worm, and 
television image, which was never com- 
fortable. The new President's credibility 
aoon coma Into question. After 1965, 
when he sharply Increased America's in- 
volvement In Vietnam, It was virtually 
destroyed. 


.But on the wave of the public's post- 


assassination sympathy, Mr. Johnson ap- 
plied political muscle and broke the log- 
jam that had bedeviled his predecessor. 
1084 was the year of a tax reduction 
stimulating to the economy and benefit- 
ing primarily the middle and lower 
claacs, a civil rights act dealing with 
ptibjlc accommodations, a Job Corps to 
combat poverty, and a forestry con- 
servation program. With these domestic 
achievements and assurances of non-es- 
calation In Vietnam, he was a landslide 
reelection victor In November of Ari- 
zona's Barry Goldwatcr. 


WITH A MASS of legislation reminis- 


cent of the New Deal, the President at- 
tempted to overwhelm his critics and es- 
uBlbh his place In history. Legislation 
InllOOS ranged from Medicare to voting 
rights to Immigration reform. An im- 
pressive list, but overshadowed by Viet- 
note. Fearing a Communist victory, with 
lt£'obvious domestic as well as inter- 
national Implications, Mr. Johnson or- 
dered the bombing of North Vietnam and 
a (harp Increase in the American troop 
commitment. 


Citing the August, 1964. Gulf of Tonkin 


resolution, which authorized presidential 
action "to repel" attacks against Ameri- 
can forces and "to prevent further ag- 
grtalon." ho claimed to have a legal 
bafts for his action. This escalation 


stunned the nation, and President John- 
son also now faced the task of properly 
funding his "Great Society" programs 
despite an expanding military budget. 


AS EARLY AS 1964, on college 


campuses and in minority ghettos, ma- 
laise was evident. First the loss of Ken- 
nedy, and then the prospect of unwanted 
military service in Indochina. The mood 
was on the one hand anti-authoritarian 
and on the other anti-white. 


Some chose political action, as In Min- 


nesota Sen. Eugene McCarthy's "chil- 
dren's crusade" for the presidency. 
Those seeking to avoid the draft did so 
cither through shrewd counseling, gradu- 
ate school enrollment, or desperate flight 
to Canada. 


AMERICAN BLACKS were the group 


hardest hit by the new despair. The old 
realities of poverty and prejudice were In 
evidence as the civil rights movement of 
the '50s and early '60s seemed to run out 
of energy. Slogans, marches and laws 
had not fundamentally unproved ghetto 
life. 


If Anything, things were worsening, 


with drugs, crime and the draft taking 
the young and unemployment and wel- 
fare continuing to erode family struc- 
ture. With a new black extremism aris- 
ing, the once militant Rev. Martin Lu- 
ther King, Jr., seemed tame and the arti- 
culate Malcolm X was assassinated by 
fellow blacks In 1965. 


When the ghettos erupted In 1964, the 


"long, hot summer" became com- 
monplace in American cities. New York, 
the Watts section of Los Angeles, Chi- 
cago, Newark, Detroit — virtually every 
major city suffered rioting and devas- 
tation through 1968. "Black Power!" was 
the cry. The final wave was touched off 
in April, 10G3, by the Memphis assassina- 
tion of Dr. King. 


FROM THE BUOYANT self-confidence 


of the Kennedy years, the nation in 1968 
was plunged Into a morass of self-doubt. 
Dr. King's murder was the first of a 
scries of shocks that year. 


On March 31 came Lyndon Johnson's 


announcement that he would not seek or 
accept renomlnation. With Johnson retir- 
ing, Robert Kennedy stepped forward to 
challenge front-runner Hubert Humph- 
rey. In June, on his night of triumph in 
the California primary, he became the 
second Kennedy to be assassinated. 


Two months later Vice President 


Humphrey's nomination by the Demo- 
crats come amidst unbelievable chaos 
outside their Chicago convention hall. 
Thousands of peace demonstrators, most 
of them young, clashed with police and 
troops. 


Then come the challenge of Alabama's 


George C. Wallace. 


And surviving all was Republican 


Richard M. Nixon, calling for a restora- 
tion of "low and order" at home and 
pledging to end the war in Vietnam. 


SWINGING THE political pendulum to 


the right, President Nixon spoke to the 
"silent majority" resentful of dissidents 
and supportive of the anti-Communist 
venture In Vietnam. 


Through gradual replacement of Amer- 


ican troops with South Vietnamese, a 
process he called "Vletnamlzation," Mr. 
Nixon sought to end American ground 
combat even if there should be no peace 
settlement. As he implemented this pro- 
gram the United States continued to 
pound the north with bombs. 


In May of 1970, when Mr. Nixon an- 


nounced a troop "Incursion" Into Cam- 
bodia, American campuses again arose 
in protest culminating in the Kent State 
killings. However, In mid-1971, by Mr. 
Nixon reversing his econmic stance to 
check persistent inflation with federal 
controls, and announcing periodic troop 
withdrawals and increasingly lower draft 
calls, criticism of the administration sub- 
sided. The Vietnam issue was at least 
partly defused though the war continued. 


NOW DEFINITELY on the upswing, 


Mr. Nixon made another reversal. Decid- 
ing after two decades of animosity that 
he could live with Communists, at least 
those who ruled the Soviet Union and the 
People's Republic of China, he moved to- 
ward detente with them. By February, 
1972, he visited Peking, a trip which was 
followed In May by an equally success- 
ful visit to Moscow. Most Americans ap- 
plauded the apparent thawing of the Cold 
War, and the President's chances for re- 
election improved sharply over what 
they had been in 1970. 


Though even a strong candidate prob- 


ably could not have beaten him, the op- 
position he faced was weak. The Demo- 
cratic nominee, George McGovern, was 
no match for Richard Nixon. 


Despite the June 17 arrest of Republi- 


can operatives during a break-in at 
Democratic National Headquarters In 
Washington's Watergate Apartments, the 
President remained unthrentened. The 
full scope of this and other sordid affairs 
would not be exposed until after the elec- 
tion. 


With the advent of 1973, and following 


heavy "Christmas bombing" of North 
Vietnam, a peace agreement was finally 
reached. The Indochina war, at least in 
Vietnam, appeared ended and prisoners 
were exchanged. 


HOWEVER, THROUGH the summer 


and into the fall the Watergate affair 
jumped back into the headlines to plague 
and even immobilize the administration. 


Through civil and criminal litigation 


and public hearings of a special United 
States Senate committee chaired by 
North Carolina's Sam Ervin, the nation 
learned of officials obsessed with power 
and contemptuous of the Constitution. 


Then came the shocks of the charges 


against Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
his initial defiance and, finally his admis- 
sion of guilt of Income tax evasion, and 
his resignation. 


Once again there were serious ques- 


tions concerning the quality and credi- 
bility of America's leaders. Once again 
Democracy seemed debased. From the 
spiritual depression following Dallas to 
the bitter discord over Vietnam, the dis- 
illusionment of Watergate and the Agncw 
debacle, the nation was at a moral nadir. 
The Camelot aura of the New Frontier 
seemed hi the distant past.

Stolen election? 


Not so, say some recalling 1960 


It is an enduring legend of modern-day American politics 


that the presidency was stolen for John F. Kennedy in Mayor 
Richard J. Daley's Chicago. 


In this year of Watergate, what happened in the 1960 Illinois 


elections crops up In the conversation of some administration 
partisans as if it were only yesterday. 


If there is any truth to the legend, two of the men in the 


best position to know say it was Richard M. Nixon who kept 
them from trying to prove it. 


One of them is Leonard Hall, the Republican National 


Chairman at the time. He says he was busy raising funds for 
recounts in Illinois, Missouri and Texas when Nixon called 
him off. 


Hall, at his home on Long Island, N.Y., recalled, "When we 


were about ready to move, there was a meeting and Mr. 
Nixon said, 'I've been all over the world selling the election 
system we have as the greatest In the world and I'm not 
going to be a party now to challenge any national election.' " 


THE OTHER Republican who remembers Is Benjamin Ada- 


mowskl, the man who was first to charge that Chicago's 
Mayor Daley "has stolen the White House," along with, in- 
cidentally, Adamowski's job as State's Attorney of Cook 
County, 111. 


Adomowski, now a Chicago LaSolIe street lawyer, said, 


"We would have shown those returns were false. We started a 
recount and Leonard Hall said they would back us all the way 
with funds. 


"Before we stopped, the Democrats admitted 9,600 of what 


they called 'honest mistakes,' all of them against one party 
and for the other. But then Hall said Nixon was opposed to 
continuing, even assuming we could prove fraud was there. 


"The message that we got was that Nixon said it was a 


mistake and was giving us a bad image around the world, 
that it was one thing to talk about stealing votes for an 
Illinois election, quite another to make on issue of that in a 
national election." 


BUT EVEN IF Adamowski and Hall had proven the Illinois 


election was a steal, that alone would not have kept Kennedy 
out of the White House. 


Nixon lost Illinois and its then 27 electoral votes by just 


8,858 ballots. Significantly, he was down by about 9,000 in 
Cook County, which comprises Democratic Chicago and its 
largely Republican suburbs. 


But nationally, he was 84 votes short In the electoral col- 


lege. To shove Kennedy aside, he would also have needed 
recount reversals in Missouri and Texas plus, possibly, some 
dickering for 18 to 21 electoral votes reported up for grabs in 
three southern states. Adamowski says this was the plan; 
Hall says It was "just talk." 


WHATEVER HIS motives, hardnosed political arithmetic 


may also have convinced Nixon that contesting the Illinois 
result would not have got him very far. 


As for the men who were getting out the Chicago vote for 


Kennedy in 1960, they contend the claim that they stole it is 
not legend; they say it is a myth. 


George Dunne was a Democratic ward committeeman then. 


He still is. He is also President of the Cook County Board and 
one of the two or three most powerful figures In Daley's 
Chicago party apparatus. 


"You know, it's Inconceivable to me that intelligent people 


cannot understand that it's perfectly possible to have a close 
election," Dunne said In his office just down the hall from 
Daley's command post. 


"This sort of charge happens all the time and it's laugh- 


able. We have meetings during the campaigns and no one 
ever tells anybody 'steal.' They're admonished to make sure 
the fellows and girls who arc working not become over enthu- 
siastic and do things that good judgment would not dictate. 


"IT WAS JUST a close vote. The Nixon one in 1968 with 


Humphrey was close, wasn't It? But you know, a funny thing, 
the Democrats didn't holler that the election was stolen. 


"You know, Illinois is not just Cook County. There's down- 


state and there's DuPage County (a Republican fortress near 
Chicago) and let me tell you something, some of the things 
that go on in those areas are enough to make your head 
swim. 


"If anybody has a history of dirty tricks, it's our Presi- 


dent." 


THERE ARE knowledgeable people in Chicago who believe 


that if Daley was trying to steal the election — and this would 
not surprise some Chicago cymes — he was as interested, or 
more so, in getting Adamowski as in nailing Nixon. 


Adamowski and Daley had been friends, long ago. That was 


when they were both young Democratic state legislators. 
Adamowski was a bit of a political prodigy and outshown the 
quiet, plodding Daley m those days. 


But it was Dick Daley who worked his way through the 


Chicago organization ranks to the point where he blocked 
Adamowski. Whereupon, Adamowski switched parties, got 
elected State's Attorney, and proceeded to harass Daley's 
regime with a rapid-fire series of investigations. 


There was every indication the two men detested each oth- 


er then and there is little reason not to believe they still do. 


The theory — never proven — is that if Daley sent out word 


to tilt the election, it was largely to be rid of Adamowski. 
Beating Nixon, who did not do as well in the recount as 
Adamowski, would have been a bonus. 


ADAMOWSKI IS ambllvalcnt on this point. 
"I am sure they were concentrating on me, a Democrat 


turned Republican who was causing them a lot of trouble," he 
said. "With Daley that was probably paramount. In addition 
to me, it would be a feather in their hat if they could gain 
Illinois for Kennedy. 


"That night in I960, the polls closed at 6 and from a quarter 


to 8 to a quarter of 11 there wasn't a single return on the 
Cook County race for State's Attorney. 


"I've been projecting elections ever since I got out of col- 


lege and at a quarter to 8 I turned to my wife and said, 
'we're going to win by from 25,000 to 40,000.' 


"At a quarter to 11 we got one or twx> bulletins and I told 


her, 'the boys are busy with their short pencils and their 
skullduggery. I'm going to lose by between 25,000 and 40,000.* 
I lost by 28,000. 


"The same thing was done to Nixon, I think." 
ON ELECTION nights, the Chicago results are relayed by 


policemen to the Chicago City News Bureau, which reports 
them to other news media and politicians who rent the City 
News wires. Larry Mulay, now City News editor, was on the 
desk that night. He said Adamowski, to say the least, was 
mistaken about the frequency of the Chicago returns that 
night. 


"By 11 p.m. we would have had 2,000 of more than 5,000 


county precincts in," he said. "We deliver them in batches of 
one to 200 precincts at 10 to 15 minute intervals. That's the 
way it has been the lost 25 years. As far as City News is 
concerned, what Adamowski says is not true."

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Did Oswald do it alone? Ten f MORTON'S DISCOUNTS THEM ALL 
years later, doubts still linger

A decade after the death of John F. 


Kennedy, the doubters of the probity and 
logic of the conclusions of&ho Warren 
Commission not only fcol the same old 
naggings, they arc more convinced than 
over that the assassination in Dallas was 
a put-up Job involving at least two gun- 
men. 


In 1969, in a New Orleans courtroom, 


the Clay Shaw Jury watched the Abra- 
ham Zaprudcr color homo-movie of tho 
killing in Dcaley Plaza in Its first public 
•bowing. 


"Ho was hit from tho front!" a court- 


room spectator mused aloud when tho 
President's head exploded from a shot. 
"I know it! I'm a hunter, and I know it 
-I know it!" 


He was an honest doubter. Some 


writers — whether honestly doubting or 
not — have been accused of simply want- 
Ing to make money out of the tragedy. 
But respected observers estimate that 70 
or 80 per cent arc serious critics. 


THE MORE RESPONSIBLE of the 


doubters are not nuts, not charlatans, not 
visionaries, not opportunists. They have 
been dedicated. Now they live in frustra- 
tion. Nobody cores, they tell you. We 
were butting against a stone wall. Still 
ore. 


Recently there has been some new in- 


formation — new assertions, at least — 
bolstering those who say the Warren 
Commission flubbed. The strongest of 
these are tho flat opinions of two doctors 
— one a noted pathologist and the other 
a coroner's investigator — that, based on 
scientific evidence, more than one gun- 
man was Involved. 


They were tho first critics of the com- 


mission report to be allowed into the Na- 
tional Archives in Washington to study 
tho Kennedy autopsy artifacts, the photo* 
graphs and X-rays. They say these prove 
that tho commission conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was the sole assassin is 
Incorrect. 


A year ago, Dr. Cyril H. Wocht, coro- 


ner of 'Allegheny County, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., past President of the American 
Academy of Forensic Sciences, univer- 
sity professor, and a lawyer — who has 
done 9,000 autopsies and consulted in 
10,000 more — studied tho autopsy mate- 
rial. 


"From a hard physical evidentiary 


standpoint, there was more than one per- 
son shooting," he says. "The single-bul- 
let theory is absolute scientific non- 
sense." 


THAT THEORY, on which Dr. Wccht 


says tho Commission based its main con- 
clusion, is that, of three bullets fired, one 
of tho two nonfatal bullets went through 
Kennedy's back and neck and through 
then Texas Gov. John B. Connolly's chest 
and right wrist and lodged In his thigh. 


"Once that theory is destroyed, we 


must conclude that moro than one person 
fired," Wccht soys. 


Ho also says that Kennedy's brain and 


tho microscopic slides of tissues removed 
from his bullet wounds are missing from 
tho archives and nobody Is saying wheth- 
er they were lost, destroyed, or mis- 
placed. 


Dr. E. Forrest Chapman of Detroit, a 


general practitioner and former deputy 
medical examiner for Wayno County, ex- 
amined the material two months ago, 
and says: "it's Just impossible that one 
bullet could have hit both men. It sounds 
like a conspiracy to say It was." 


There are still doubters who were on 


or near the scene who dont raise logical 
Cain with the commission but still are 
heard to start any discussion with, "I 
just dont see how..." 


DALLAS COUNTY District Atty. Hen- 


ry Wade, who prosecuted Jack Ruby for 
killing Oswald, says: "I don't think Lee 
Harvey Oswald suddenly woke up one 
morning and decided all by himself to 
kill the President^ He believes Oswald 
cither was Incited or had help. 


"It Is a gut feeling. I was in the room 


with him about five minutes and he nev- 
er sold anything. I was going to inter- 
view him Sunday evening but, as it 
turned out, I never got the chance." 


Wado said Oswald's activities in New 


Orleans on behalf of the Fidel Castro 
government in Cuba — he was arrested 
there for getting into a fight while hand- 
Ing out pro-Castro leaflets — "explain 
him about as well as anything — some- 
time before that, Kennedy had had that 
near confrontation with the Russians 
over Cuba." 


One of those who favored reopening 


was Alexander Blckel, the distinguished 
professor of law and legal history at 
Yale. 


"I was In favor of It at the time," he 


says. "Well, It's probably too late now — 
so many of the witnesses gone, physical 
evidence gone. It was the kind of event 
that draws a lot of self-seeking people, 
and a lot of disturbed ones. I didn't think 
it was good for our country to leave a lot 
of loose strings. 


"I DIDN'T THINK that the theory un- 


dcr which the Commission concluded 
that Oswald alone fired all three shots 
was supported by the evidence. I didn't 
think the report excluded the possibility 
that someone in addition to Oswald was 
involved. 


"I think they did prove that Oswald was . 


up there and shot the President. They 
didn't prove to my satisfaction that 
somebody else wasn't up there — or 
somewhere, perhaps. 
As a lawyer 


analyzing the report, and the evidence to 
sustain it, the chances are that Oswald 
did do It alone, but I don't think they 
went to tho bottom in explaining that 
persuasively and convincingly." 


Two of the more spectacular doubters 


have gone to other things but their sharp 
opinions have not been dulled by time. 


MARK LANE, probably the most pub- 


licized of the writing doubters, with 
"Rush to Judgment," has recently been 
roaming a South Dakota reservation as 
attorney for "The Wounded Knee Legal 
Defense-Offense Committee." 


In an interview, ho said there had not 


been a great deal of new information de- 
veloped but that there was now evidence 
that shots were fired at Kennedy simul- 
taneously from three different directions. 
In the book he sold a minimum of two. 


"I THINK THE President was killed 


because of his determination to end the 
war In Vietnam and begin to move 
America In a different direction," Lane 
said. "Obviously it was a massive power 
play that had the support of those who 
represented a segment in the military- 
Industrial complex. 


"In 19671 said the conspiracy included 


elements within the CIA and anti-Castro 
Cubans and powerful forces in govern- 
ment. Some of the authorities laughed. 
But after Watergate I don't bellevo any- 
one can believe such a conspiracy was 


unlikely. Some of these people were in 
Dallas on Nov. 22,1963." 


LANE HAS provided the story line for 


tho new movie, "Executive Action," 
about the murder, starring Burt Lancas- 
ter and the late Robert Ryan. 


Jim Garrison, the big new Orleans dis- 


trict attorney who was acquitted in Sep- 
tember on federal bribery charges, says 
tho government Is out to get him but "If 
they want to, I'll dance with them again 
and I'll beat them again." 


GARRISON FAILED in a 1969 court at- 


tempt to prove that Clay Shaw, former 
head of the New Orleans International 
Trade Mart, conspired to murder Kenne- 
dy — and that the military-industrial 
complex and the warfare sector of the 
government were behind the plot. 


IN AN INTERVIEW in New Orleans, 


Garrison said he believed the murders of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, Martin Luther 
King, and the Kent State students were 
related to that of the President. 


"These are all essentially Pentagon- 


originated murders, but nobody wants to 
say so because the Pentagon is still the 
most powerful force in American govern- 
ment," he said. "It has total control of 
the Justice Department as a practical 
matter, total control of the President, 
who is only its business agent.. 


Edward Jay Epstein, author of "In- 


quest," who wrote that pressures on tho 
commission militated not for estab- 
lishment of actual and probably imper- 
fect truth but for a quite different "politi- 
cal truth," says today that his position 
was and is that the Commission had not 
done a thorough Job.

what others do, but against what educa- 
tors think an eight-grader reasonably 
should be able to do. 


When the results come out In April, 


educators will know what percentage of 
eighth-graders can read at a desirable 
level, what percentage have an under- 
standing of their constitutional rights, 
and what percentage like school. 


Since the Idea Is new, the program Is 


being tried first as an experiment. This 
fall the tests arc being given to eighth 
graders only — 2,000 students from 100 
schools which were chosen scientifically 
so results will be statistically valid for 
all eighth-graders In Illinois. 


The results will bo interpreted by 


educators and community groups and If 
they arc deemed useful, further tests will 
be devised for all grade levels and prob- 
ably will be administered In the fall of 
1975. 


THOMAS SPRINGER, program direc- 


tor, said the tests are unique In two 
ways. First, 64 people already are in- 
volved in developing the objective stan- 
dard and dozens of community groups 
will be asked their opinions. Second, the 
tests measure not only traditional read- 
Ing and writing skills, but also attitudes 
toward school and each child's "psy- 
chomotor abilities." 


Thus the hopping test. A child Is asked 


to stand on one foot and hop within a 
triangle to three separate rectangles 
painted inside, staying in each one five 
seconds — and holding a book in one 
hand all the while. 


The test is designed to measure bal- 


ance and spatial perception, Important in 
education because "poor balance or poor 
hand-eye coordination has an Impact on 
reading, writing and maybe on attitude," 
Springer said. 


Attitude is also measured by the direct 


approach. 


"It's strictly asking the kid how ho 


feels about something," Springer said. 
"Questions like, 'Learning is important 
for me,1 or it's not. It will show what 
kids actually like and what they actually 
feel."

through February, they died into the 
bleakness two and three a day until 
less than half were alive.

Indian — Samoset — strode calmly 
into their midst. He spoke some Eng- 
lish and told them of another man — 
Tisquantum — who spoke it better, 
who had. in fact, been to England. 
When Samoset was convinced of the 
Pilgrims' friendliness, he brought Tis- 
quantum to them. 


The Pilgrims called him Squanto. 


They learned that he had been cap- 
tured twice by English slavers. The 
first time, he escaped in London and 
sailed home. The second time, he 
spent five years as a slave in Spain 
until, overcome by homesickness, he 
made his way back to America again. 


He arrived eager to see his land 


and be among his people again. But 
when he arrived at the site of his 
Patuxent village, he found no family, 
no home. A plague had wiped out the 
entire tribe. There were no more 
•Patuxent. 


Lost and alone, Squanto wandered 


until he met Samoset who brought 
him to Plymouth. Despite his earlier 
experiences, Squanto learned to trust 
the English once again. He served 
them as interpreter and guide, and 
when the Pilgrims encountered the 
powerful Massoit tribe, he helped 
negotiate a treaty, founded on trust 


and respect, which was to grant them 
50 years of peace. 


Late that spring, Squanto taught 


the Pilgrims 'to bury small fish with 
their corn seeds so that the barren 
land would yield an abundant har- 
vest. That fall, when the rich crop 
matured, the 
Pilgrims honored 


Squanto as "an instrument of God." 
.' 


November of that year was a time 


of great joy. The Indians had new 
allies. The Pilgrims, by the grace of 
God, had survived. They feasted for 
three days — ,the 55 Pilgrims and 90 
braves — and called it Thanksgiving. 
"No one was happier than Squanto. 


A year later, on a trading ex- 


pedition, Squanto was stricken with 
severe fever. His days as a peace- 
maker were over. As he lay dying, his 
last words to the Pilgrims were: "I 
have tried to be friends."

"Who was John Fitzgerald Kennedy?" 


asked my ninc-going-on-ten-)car*old son. 
His question precipitated a scries of my 
own questions and a flood of memories 
came rushing into my head. 


Where to begin? Should I give him the 


statistics on Jolin K. Kennedy that can 
be found In any biography? Whnt docs he 
know of politics or political figures, or, 
for that matter, political doctrine? How 
do you make the story Interesting to an 
almost ton-year-old boy? It was Impor- 
tant to me that he know who John F. 
Kennedy was. I decided to answer his 
question with my own version of the sto- 
ry- This information would not be record- 
ed anyuhcre. 


It was In the spring of 1936 when I first 


heard the name John Fitzgerald Kenne- 
dy. I was a student at St. Mary College 
In South Bend, Ind. The University of 
Notre Dame Is just across the Dixie 
Highway. It was the university's custom 
to hold a mock Democratic convention 
every national election year and this was 
one of those years. I was an alternate for 
a delegate from the Texas delegation. I 
really don't know how I got that assign- 
ment since I am not from Texas nor 
have I ever set foot In the state. Our 
delegation was going to vote only one 
way and our nominee was Lyndon B. 
Johnson. To make a long story short, we

didn't sway enough of the other delega- 
tions to our way of thinking and the re- 
sults of that mock convention were for 
President — Adlai E. Stevenson and Vice 
President — John F. Kennedy. My first 
reaction was, John F. Kennedy? Who is 
he? 


But, it was after that convention that 


we heard a lot about John F. Kennedy. 
Newspapers and magazines began print- 
ing his story. He began to work toward 
the I960 Presidential campaign. 


And 1900 was a big year for me. It was 


the first time that I was allowed to vote 
in a national presidential election. I 
wanted a candidate that I could relate to. 
To me, Nixon meant Elsenhower, and 
Elsenhower was a World War II general 
and that was my father's era. John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy was young, good look- 
ing, full of vigor and he possessed the 
rare quality of integrity. He had an at- 
tractive young wife and a young growing 
family. Except for wealth and fame, 
there were certain similarities in our 
lives. I could relate to John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy. 


John Fitzgerald Kennedy was going to 


lead us to a "New Frontier" and I for 


one wanted to go on that ride. He was 
every young woman's idea of a perfect 
son and every young girl's idea of a 
great dad. Today they derogatorily call 
Nixon "King," but John F. Kennedy was

certainly a prince. He was Sir Lancelot 
of Camelot. His "Camelot" was our 
"Camelot." 


John Fitzgerald Kennedy got my vote 


that year and along with 34,227,095 other 
votes, he won the election. But, he wasn't 
allowed to finish his term. 


On Nov. 22, 1963, he was shot to death 


by an assassin. Americans will never 
really know what they lost that day. One 
can only speculate. 


My son's reaction to all of this was 


something like "Oh" or "Gee" and I had 
to think to myself, "I failed again." 


But that evening when I checked to see 


that all was quiet, I found my nine-going- 
on-ten-ycar-old son in his room, asleep, 
but with a book. He was reading a child's 
book titled "Meet John F. Kennedy." I 
turned off the light and thought maybe, 
just maybe, they did meet. 


Because when John Fitzgerald Kenne- 


dy was going to meet His Maker, his 
namesake, my nine-going-on-ten-year-old 
son, John Patrick Scrsen, was on his way 
to meet his human makers, Mom and 
Dad. 


Maybe John F. smiled at John P. or 


brushed the hair on his head. 


Harold Katz plan aided RTA

Hardly anyone In Springfield expected 


the "Katz compromise" on establishment 
of a Regional Transit Authority to pass 
the Illinois House of Representatives. 


But when "the crunch" finally came in 


the wee hours of Saturday morning, the 
bill submitted by Rep. Harold A. Katz, 
D-Glcncoc, became a major factor In the 
decision by the feuding leadership of 
both parties to start all over again on 
RTA. 


Suburban members of both parties, In- 


e l u d i n g Rep. John E. Porter, 
R-Evnnston. joined in sponsoring the 
Katz bill, an attempt at mixing the bet- 
ter features of the mass transit proposals 
of Gov. Daniel Walker and House Speak- 
er W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest. 


When the plan was first unveiled, 


Walker's people Immediately shot it full 
of holes and Blair ignored It. 


Subsequently, however, Blair's own 


proposal was dead-ended because he 
could not build the three-fifths majority 
vote needed to pass it in the extraor- 
dinary session of the legislature. 


That left the Walker proposal as the 


chief topic of debate in the House, with 
the Katz proposal floating 
1 in the back- 


ground. 


On Friday night, however, a last-ditch 


effort by Democrats to put across the 
Walker proposal ground to a halt, and 
the Democratic leadership found itself 
facing a vote on the Katz proposal. 


Suddenly, the Katz plan began to take 


on an attractive appearance to legisla- 
tors who feared that RTA would be 
scrapped altogether — and to others who 
simply wanted to vote in some kind of 
plan and go home. 


Blair himself was reported to be quiet- 


ly putting out the word to Republicans 
that a vote for the Katz compromise 
would not be offensive to him. 


It was approximately at this point that 


Democrats getting their marching orders 
from Mayor Daley began to come 
around to the idea of starting negotia- 
tions all over again. 


Democratic 
Minority Leader Clyde 


Choate of far southern Illinois became 
the man on the spot. 


A popular theory in the Capital was 


that a number of Democrats who had 
been going along with the mayor's wish- 
es in supporting the Walker plan were 
becoming amenable to the Katz pro- 
gram. 


Speculation was that Daley's com- 


mitment to support the Walker RTA pro- 
gram was so firm that the mayor could 
not release his troops while the gover- 
nor's program was still alive. 


(If there is anybody in Springfield who 


knows what the mayor is getting in re- 
turn for that commitment, they don't 
seem to be talking about it — but it's a 
fair guess that Walker will not be over- 
enthusiastic about backing insurgent can- 
didates against the Daley machine in the 
near future.) 


So Choate found himself nursing a Da- 


ley program which he could neither pass 
nor kill. 


With no action possible on the Walker 


program, House rules dictated that the 
legislators move on to the next order of 
business — a vote on the Katz com- 
promise. 


This faced Choate with the possibility 


that: 


A. He would be charged with letting 


daley down on his RTA commitment to 
Walker or 


B. The Katz proposal just might pass 


and be sent over to the Senate with the 
blessing of Blair, which could mean that 
it would be approved hi the Senate. 


Finding neither of these alternatives 


palatable, Choate reached for the one es- 
cape route left: adjournment. 


So, over the protests of many weary 


legislators, the House was adjourned and 
the troops were sent home while the de- 
cision-makers went back to the drawing 
board. 


In the words of his own brother, Bobby 


Kennedy, "... I dream things that never 
were and say, why not."

This Is a personal reminiscence of 


John Kennedy which fastens hard on his 
strong qualities. In this time of dis- 
illusionment, we need the refreshment of 
good memories spun not from fantasy 
but reality. 


A comet who flashed by too quickly, 


John Kennedy will not be fairly judged 
by history for years to come. His critics 
say he was all promise and no delivery, 
that, unreasonably, he lifted up people's 
spirits and expectations. He prepared the 
way, it is said, for the disUlusionmcnts 
which came with black riot, war, and 
Watergate. 


But no one truly knows what he, and 


hence his presidency, would have be- 
come had he lived. What we do know is 
something of what he was, as perceived 
while he lived and not later by men of 
self-serving special purpose. 


I knew him a dozen years, through 


campaigning 
and 
many 
interviews. 


Though he began shy and always showed 
a somewhat deceptive reserve, I found 
him an easy companion, wholly natural, 
incredibly candid, with the wit not of a 
comedian but of a perceptive observer of 
life's contradictions, absurdities and, in- 
deed, tragedies. 


Once, on a December day when ns 


president-elect he'd paid his first visit to 
President Elsenhower, he spotted me at 
curbslde in the deepning dusk. He'd 
just pulled away from columnist Walter 
Lippmann's house, and I was by chance 
with my daughter and her schoolmates 
who had rushed out in hope of seeing this 
new young hero. His car stopped in mid- 
street, he got out, strode over, shook 
hands, invited me to fly with him to New 
York (which I couldn't do). 


To heel-dogging newsmen who couldn't 


see me in the dark, it looked crazy. Crit- 
ics would have put it down to "buttering 
up a reporter." Kennedy knew the value 
of a friendly press, but the fundamental 
then was just naturalness. He liked news- 
men. 


His political intelligence was of the 


highest order, unsurpassed at least in 
this century, dominant over the judg- 
ments of his brother Robert and other 
sharp aides. I suspect this grasp would 
have served him well in a longer presi-

dcncy, for it is a vital ingredient in a 
leader's decision-making. 


John Kennedy always could see real 


peril to his prospects, as with the ha- 
treds stirred by his Catholicism. In every 
instance, he rose to the challenge. 


He took the nettle of his religion in the 


crucial 1960 West Virginia primary. My 
vivid memory is his slender figure atop a 
car hood in a shabby town, his own voice 
raising the question no one in the au- 
dience had brought up. 


When Harry Truman spurned the con- 


vention as "rigged" for Kennedy, the 
young man, victor in seven straight pri- 
maries, answered on nationwide tele- 
vision. In personal encounter at the con- 
vention scene, he faced down challenger 
Lyndon Johnson, absorbed a burst of in- 
sults, and then nard-hcadedly picked his 
detractor as his running mate. That fall 
he debated and beat Richard Nixon, 
champion debater. 


Through 12 years I watched John Ken- 


nedy grow as he enlarged his goals, 
seized the challenges, found a firm voice 
that lifted millions of Americans to new 
hope. I have no patience with those who 
pick flaws with the young Kennedy of 
1960, for they deny his proven growth 
and deny him the chance to change 
which many would grant even to enemy 
nations. He should be remembered for 
the hope he spread — which we need so 
much today.

A recent stiuly on how people spend 


their leisure time has suggested that 
high activity lex els arc healthier (or men 
than for women. 


Professor Chad Gordon, sociologist nt 


Ilicc University in Houston and Di. 
Charles Gaitz, ps>chiatrist with the 
Texas Research Institute of Mental Sci- 
ences, have conducted In-depth studies of 
what people do with their leisure time 
and how various activities affect differ- 
ent people. 


Their studies thus far have been de- 


signed to discover what kinds of leisure 
activities, particularly among middle- 
aged (-10 to « years) and older (04 to 94) 
people, contribute to good mental health. 


One of lite observations resulting ftom 


tests sltovvs that middle-aged and older 


men who arc more passive in their leis- 
ure activity arc also more depressed or 
fearful. Conversely, the more active 
these men ore in their leisure time the 
lower their angst, or level of depression, 
anxiety, fear and loneliness. "Perhaps," 
Gnitz said, "this is because men are 
brought up to believe 'You arc what you 
do. Therefore, if you don't do anything, 
vou aren't anything.'" 


IN THEIR observations of older wom- 


en, Gordon and Galtz found that passive 
leisure was more desirable. "Older wom- 
en," Gordon explained, "were probably 
tuught as girls to be expressive and 
gentle in their social and emotional man- 
ners." 


Pleasure, as It Is derived from differ- 


ent activities, varies from person to per- 
son. Tliis, Gordon believes, depends on 
how n person is brought up. "If people 
arc changed and socialized in different 
ways, then naturally the prescription of 
activities would change. Value systems 
have a lot to do with it — that is, what a 


person considers seemly, worthwhile, im- 
portant and valuable is what he is more 
likely to be happy doing." 


Theie have been Very few American 


studies done on the effects leisure actlvi- 
tes have on people. "That's partly be- 
cause our society has been more con- 
cerned with physical illness than with 
mental health," Galtz said. 


" A N O T H E R REASON," Gordon 


added, "is that leisure is a repressed 
quantity in American life. The French 
have written more on it, just as the 
French have written more on sexuality. 
But the United States' culture has re- 
pressed sensuality — such as pleasure 
deilved from activities — as evil. This 
means the study of it has also been re- 
pressed." 


Gordon and Gaitz say they arc simply 


looking at "some of the activities people 
do and how they're associated with cer- 
tain outcomes" pertaining to joy, pleas- 
ure, happiness, peace, anxiety, fear, 
depression and loneliness.

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'Getting to know you' 
Encounter experience opens up marriage 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Since publication 


In August of Bllllo Bachhubcr's story on 
Marriage Encounter, we Imvc learned of 
the Chicago Expression of this program 
for enriching the marriage relationship. 
In today's article, Mrs. Bachhubcr de- 
scribes the Chicago Marriage Encoun- 
ter.)

Married couples — from those new- 


lyucd to those celebrating their golden 
anniversaries — are sharing an experi- 
ence that they agree has made married 
love "better than ever." And they ore 
uorklng to keep It that way. 


That experience Is the Chicago Mar- 


riage Encounter, part of the national ex- 
pression, based In Chicago and affiliated 
with the Catholic Action Federation. 


Tlio Chicago Encounter Is a weekend 


away from home — and from dis- 
tractions and tensions — designed to give 
those with good marriages opportunity to 
examine their lives together. A Christian 
movement, it Is open to all faiths... and 
alt ages. 


At the weekend, three team couples 


and a priest give a dozen talks that dem- 
onstrate how honest and loving dialogue 
hu enriched and helped them to grow In 
their own lives. 


THE TEAMS SET the atmosphere that 


should exist In every marriage, but 
the attending couples give the encounter 
to each other In private, explained Don 
Klllips of Dos Plaincs. Don and his wife, 
Rose, serve as executive couple for the 
Chicago Expression. 


Couples learn, perhaps for the first 


time, to communicate their deepest feel- 
ings, Don continued. This experience 
may help to restore, Improve or deepen 
the marriage relationship as a whole to 
those open to this particular method of 
communication, he added. 


Tlio Kllllpsw arc parents of five chil- 


dren, aged 10 to 16. They attended their 
first encounter In March I960 and at the 
time had no Inkling of how much the 
weekend would mean to their lives. 


A BUSY COUPLE who considered 


themselves happy as well, Don and Rose 
worked In the Christian Family Move- 
ment and viewed their marriage on un- 
usually good one. As leaders and lectur- 
ers on family life, however, they began 
receiving so many Inquiries about the 


Marriage Encounter, they decided to find 
out what It was all about. 


"I had no misgivings at all. I thought 


the encounter was another seminar on 
marriage," Don recalled. Both admit 
now they were In for "one big surprise!" 


For Don the weekend experience 


proved difficult... but most joyful. "It 
Is hard to understand who you and your 
partner really arc. It Is hard to really 
face up to your marriage relationship: to 
tear down walls, to take off masks," he 
said. 


But growth seldom Is attained without 


pain and the joy far exceeds the hurt, he 
concluded. Rose's reaction? "Fantas- 
tic!" 


THE KILLIPSES now view their rela- 


tionship as a growing, changing ono and 
each considers the other's needs above 
his or her own. Though this added di- 
mension to their marriage is apparent, It 
Is not always easily pinpointed, and It 
Intrigued Mrs. Jeanne Faherty of Mount 
Prospect 


Jeanne and her husband, Rodger, par- 


ents of two children aged 11 and 12, first 
were urged by Rodger's boss to attend a 
Marriage Encounter weekend. Jeanne re- 
members her response as "No way!" 


"I wasn't about to rock our happiness 


boat," the petite brunette declared with 
a chuckle. "But," she admitted, "the 
Kllllpses had something we didn't have 
and though I didn't know what it was, I 
was jealous." So Jeanne changed her 
mind about the weekend. 


Rodger liked the idea from the begin- 


ning. Throughout their marriage, he 
said, he had guarded his true feelings 
and preferences because he feared 
Jeanne's reaction would be that he didn't 
love her If he revealed these feelings. 


DURING THEIR encounter the Foher- 


tys discovered that personal feelings are 
not created by the marriage partner. 
Talking out how they felt, Jeanne and 
Rodger say, they really got to know one 
another for the first time. 


Now the Fahcrtys use this knowledge 


to continue "facing up" daily because 
they're able to communicate their true 
feelings without fear of rejection.

an effort to share the enthusiasm they 
have for what they gained in the encoun- 
ter weekend. 


In retrospect, both realize they thought 


of the weekend as a religious retreat. 
Jerry admits he went to please his wife . 
. . and to get away from their children, 
aged 2, 3 and 5 Both felt nervous and a 
little scared. 


Awareness of each other's feelings dis- 


covered during their encounter now helps 
them to share their love in many differ- 
ent ways, they say,

araderie with other couples and using 
loving dialogue In daily life 


ALL THREE COUPLES feel the Mar- 


riage Encounter has improved their mar- 
riage relationship in all its aspects, in- 
cluding their sex life.

New LWV earns full status 


Schaumburg-Hoffman Estates League 


of Women Voters recently received a let- 
ter from Mrs. Bruce Benson, president of 
the national LWV, Washington, D. C., 
congratulating members on achieving 
full league status. Since the normal time 
taken for a provisional league to attain 
full status Is two years, members were 
proud that they had taken only one year 
for this recognition. 


However, this recognition was not eas- 


ily earned members of the local LWV 
are quick to add. In February, 72, the 
Provisional League was formed with 65 
members — 50% more than the required 
number. During their provisional period 
they provided factual, non-partisan infor- 
mation on candidates and issues for 
league's purpose of increasing citizen 
participation in government. 


They distributed thousands of voters 


guides containing profiles of and stands 
taken by local candidates as well as na- 
tional candidates during the elections 
last November. 


ALSO PRIOit to the elections they of- 


fered a one-night "refresher" course on 
U.S. legislature, such as detailing the 
process of a bill becoming law. More 
recently, they have distributed "Know 
Your Town" a publication detailing all 
taxing agencies and governmental bodies 
serving Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


The league's observer corps attended 


meetings of local government agencies 
including the village boards, school 
boards and plan commissions to learn 
how they function and what Issues con- 
cern these agencies. Following each 


meeting they wrote observer's reports 
covering the subjects discussed, deci- 
sions reached and whether there was an 
action that particularly related to a 
league program or interest.

NEW DELHI — The man who heads 


the World Health Organization's (WHO) 
global campaign against one of man- 
kind's most feared and ancient enemies 
believes that smallpox can be wiped 
from the face of the earth. 


"We have at least a 50 per cent chance 


of eradicating smallpox throughout the 
world by December of next year," said 
Dr. Donald A. Henderson, an American 
based in Geneva and the Chief of WHO'S 
smallpox eradication unit. 


"Only four countries — Ethiopia, In- 


dia, Bangladesh and Pakistan — still 
have endemic smallpox," said Hender- 
son, here to coordinate strategy in the 
final phase of the campaign against the 
killing and disfiguring disease. 


"We're on schedule," Henderson said 


in an interview. "I am optimistic. We've 
got the people to do the job and we've 
got excellent vaccine." 


HE SAID THAT when two years elapse 


with no new cases reported anywhere, 
smallpox will become the first disease 
ever to be eradicated by man from the 
earth. 


Henderson and his colleagues are try- 


Ing hard to work themselves out of a job. 


"I think we're all looking for a South 


Seas Island and a rocking chair," he 
said. 


Henderson said there Is no known cure 


for what he called "the most devastating 
disease ever known to man." But, he 
added, "smallpox is so preventable." 


By the 1950s smallpox had been elimi- 


nated from Europe and North America 
through vaccination, Henderson said, and 
brought under effective control in a num- 
ber of countries in South America, North 
Africa and Asia. 


The WHO'S global eradication program 


began in 1958. 


As late as 1967, smallpox was still con- 


sidered endemic In 30 countries — in Af- 
rica In most nations south of the Sahara, 
in Asia and Afghanistan, India, In- 
donesia, Nepal and Pakistan and In 
South America In Brazil, Henderson said. 


SO, SIX YEARS AGO, WHO stepped 


up Its campaign with the use of high 
quality frecze-dried vaccine adminis- 
tered by fast-moving surveillance teams 
using the latest vaccination techniques in 
remote villages. 


"Logistleally, we can't vaccinate ev- 


eryone in the world," Henderson said, 
but he added that this will not be neces- 
sary to wipe out smallpox. He said that 
with continued good cooperation from the 
governments of the four nations where 
smallpox still is endemic the disease can 
be isolated and eradicated. 


Henderson was asked If the campaign 


was theatencd by the current mass of 
migration of people stranded or Impris- 
oned as a result of the 1971 Indo-Pak war 
from India, Bangladesh and Pakistan, 
three of the four nations which still have 
endemic smallpox. 


"Certainly there Is a risk," Henderson 


said, but added that the governments in- 
volved "are doing a good job in checking 
incoming and outgoing repatriates for 
smallpox vaccinations." 


ONE OF THE REASONS Henderson Is 


so optimistic that smallpox can be eradi- 
cated is that "in areas where it has been 
knocked out, it has never come back ex- 
cept by importation." 


Henderson and his colleagues arc con- 


fident that they are nearing victory in a 
campaign that will eliminate one of na- 
ture's great killers.

Over the years patrons of DCS Plnlnes 


Theatre Guild have come to expect as 
nearly professional productions as It's 
possible to see In community theater, 
and the current play, "Forty Carats," 
certainly fulfills those expectations. 


The cast is excellent, the set ingenious 


though somewhat cumbersome and the 
background music most appropriate to 
the action. Overall "Forty Carats" pro- 
vides a highly entertaining evening, and 
oven If you've seen the play before or its 
movlo version, the Guild production Is 


The situation, unite highly unusual, 


lends Itself to humorous treatment and 
Jay Allen's adaption of the original play 
by Barillet and Grcdy Is witty and gust- 
moving despite numerous sccno changes. 


IT OPENS with a chance romantic en- 


counter between the 40-year-old heroine, 
New York real estate agent Ann Stanley, 
and an exceptionally mature, and rich, 
young man of 22, Peter Latham, beside 
the bluo Aegean Sea In Greece. 


Their acquaintance is unexpectedly re- 


newed uhcn Peter shows up at Ann's 
apartment as escort for her 17-year-old 
daughter, Trlna. Ann's swinging mother, 
Maud Hayes, Immediately envisions a 
moneyed match for Trina, little suspect- 
ing that Peter Is much more enamoured 
o( Trina's mother. 


There arc other men In Ann's life, her 


actor ex-husband, Billy Boylan. and a 
widowed prospective apartment buyer, 
Eddy Edwards. Billy still finds Ann. nnd 
her money, attractive, and 
Eddy's 


thoughts arc turning to another mar- 
riage, this time with kids. But having 
racked up tuo losses already in the 
game of love and marriage, Ann consid- 
ers herself retired. Peter would persuade 
her otherwise, and thus the stage is set 
for a tug-of-hcarts. 


BERT MILLER is on excellent choice 


as Ann Stanley. She's sufficiently mature 
(o be convincing as a -10-year-old uoman 
and attractive enough so it's under- 
standable a young man would find her 
appealing. She deftly handles the role of 
a woman both flattered and flustered by 
the persistent attentions of a man IB 
years her junior. 


Tom Prelhs plays the youthful Peter, 


undaunted by Ann's doubts. Another 
good choice. Preihs is young, good look- 
Ing and able to convey the right sophis- 
tication bred of wealth and worldly expe- 
rience. He adds to his interpretation with 
subtle amusement at Ann's reactions. 


Tom Ventriss appears in one of his 


rare but welcome roles as the ex-hus- 
band, Billy. (Ventriss usually is the man 
behind the scenes directing the players.) 
In this part ho adds those little touches 
that enrich a characterization, for ex- 
ample, the swift kick he gives an imagi- 
nary Peter as he describes Ann's suitor 
as "Just a little bitty baby." 


JEAN KAY IS outstanding as Grand- 


ma Maud. Forever borrowing her grand- 
daughter's clothes — Trina's red pan- 
tyhose for instance — Maud tries to re- 
•ducc the generation gap, but she's still 
old-fashioned enough to want a rich hus- 
band for Trlna. Jean makes Maud a 
most likable busybody who gets her way, 
though not quite as she envisoned it. 


The wise-cracking Mrs. Margolin, 


Ann's secretary who's quite as dedicated 
to marrying off her boss as Maud Is 
Trlna, is portrayed by A. J. Riegelr. A. 
J. Is delightful in a part seemingly tailor- 
ed to her talents. 


Ken MacCowan, more frequently direc- 


tor than actor these days, returns to the 
boards as Eddy Edwards and is properly 
gauche as the widower who wishes to 
change his marital status. 


THOUGH THEY'RE not on stage long, 


Betty Kandlbinder as Peter's mother, 
Dick Galloway as his father and Michael 
Sims as the young golf pro, Pat Graham, 
contribute to the overall enjoyable pro- 
duction. Sims does more with his brief 
appearance than anyone else I've seen in 
that role. 


My only criticism of the Guild produc- 


tion would be that the reversible set (one 
side is Ann's office, the other her apart- 
ment), while more interesting, poses a 
hassle for the stage crew In the frequent 
scene changes. They should be com- 
mended for their strength as well as 
their speed. Perhaps switching props

Toxic parts of a polnscttla ore the 


juice of leaves, stems and flowers, 
whether green or dry, said Egon Gerson, 
Red Cross, first aid chairman for North 
Cook County region. Eating a single leaf 
can kill a child, he noted. The sap can 
also cause skin Irritation and temporary 
blindness if rubbed into the eyes. 


Berries of popular mistletoe are fatal 


to either children or adults who eat 
them, Gerson said. 


Another passible Christmas culprit is 


the yew, most common ornamental 
shrub, cuttings from which sometimes 


are brought indoors as Christmas decor. 


"Both the berries and the foliage may 


be fatal, and it has been found that the 
foliage is more toxic," Gerson said. 
"Death is usually sudden with warning 


symptoms." 


Gerson urged extreme caution with 


these plants during the Christmas sear- 
son, especially where children are pre- 
sent.

America-a nation of do-it-yourselfers 


NEW YORK (UPI) — You've never hammered a nail, 


cleaned a sink trap or painted a wall and you never will 


The 1970s are going to be known as the decade of do-it- 


yourself, says Howard M. Flndley, vice president-marketing 
and sales, for Rockwell International Building Components 
Division, 


Flndley said a recent survey by a national building supplies 


magazine and (lie Home Improvement Council revealed that 
more than 40 million American homeowners — accounting for 
more than 60 per cent of all U.S. family housing units — plan 
at least two home improvement projects this year. 


COST OF these projected Improvements is estimated at a 


record $22.3 billion and, Findley said, nearly $8 billion, or 
more than one-third is earmarked for do-it-yourself projects. 


He said do-it-yourself repair and maintenance has become 


a way of life for the majority of American homeowners faced 
with the Increasing scarcity of competent, reliable help and 
the steadily increasing costs of such help \\licn it con be 
found. 


Now, also, more than ever before, homeowners are opting 


to improve their present housing rather than invest in newer 
homes at inflated prices and record high mortgage rates. 


The survey, Findley said, indicated more than half of all 


homeowners who need more living space plan to expand their 
present living quarters rather than move Uils year, their deci- 
sion reflecting "economics." At the same time, Commerce 
Department statistics showed a larger snare of the home 
improvement market turning to do-it-yourself projects to beat 
rising labor costs and material mark-ups. 


THE SITUATION, Findley said, has reversed itself from a 


few years ago when the homeowner with a few extra dollars 
and less leisure time favored the professional craftsman. To- 


day, he said, do-it-yourself is accepted activity for the Ameri- 
can homeowner. 


The do-it-yourself surge which occupied home handymen 


with game rooms during the late 1950s is updating kitchens 
and baths in 1973, Findley said. 


Of all home improvement projects, do-it-yourself plumbing 


grew at the fastest rate, 63 per cent, over the past five years, 
according to the Commerce Department. This year, the do-it- 
yourself market is expected to climb another 10 per cent. 


Do-it-yourself, Flndley said, is here to stay. He cited as 


factors: 


Possible government support for home improvements in the 


form of Income tax credits. Findley said such legislation may 
be tacked on a general taxation measure during the next 
session of Congress. The currently proposed $750 home im- 
provement deduction may be revised upward, he said. 


Reported shortages of repairmen In several regions of the 


country. Plumbers and other home repair experts in some 
localities must ration their time to service emergency calls. 


Introduction of new products as do-it-yourself buying power 


attracts 'major manufacturers into the home improvement 
market. 


NEW MARKETING techniques. More "step-by-step" in- 


struction and see-through packaging plus inexpensive home 
repair guides encourage the do-it-yourselfer to attempt more 
complex home repairs. 


The intangible personal satisfaction In a project completed 


by the homeowner. 


Do-it-yourself borne improvements, Findley said, not only 


Improve a home's resale value, they also provide better living 
conditions at minimal cost to the homeowner.

As for prestige fea- 
tures, many manufactured homes offer

Fallacy: Use of manufactured housing 


will put local builders out of business. 


Fact: Mostly, it's local builders who 


buy manufactured housing. They also de- 
velop the land, put in the foundations and 
utilities, handle on-slto assembly, and 
rent or sell the finished homes.

• The probability that homeowners, In- 


creasingly aware of the energy shortage

aware of the Impending problems. Those 
who aren't may be in for some rude 
shocks "In five years, as fuel costs rise, 
many existing homes and many of those 
now being built will cost a small fortune 
to heat and operate. This could adversely 
affect prospective homebuylng, Just as 
high real estate taxes do now." 


To 
forestall 
the situation, says 


Trimble, builders must develop new ap- 
proaches to construction that will con- 
serve energy. And, they must build ener- 
gy - sax-ing features Into homes. 


Many such methods, he points out, 


were explored nt the INBEX Building 
Exposition at McCormlck Place, Chi- 
cago. The annual builders' conference 
and trade show will have energy con- 
servation, construction financing, con- 
trolling building costs, and consumerism 
as its themes. An energy conservation 
center was featured in the exposition 
hall, and there were energy crisis semi- 
nars. One residential builder, for ex- 
ample, discussed "energy-saver" houses 
ho has built that are expected to reduce 
fuel consumption by almost SlTi., yet cost 
only about $500 more per unit than com- 
parable conventional homes. 


As for the higher builder and buyer 


costs of "energy-saving" house features, 
Trimble notes they arc readily recouped 
as fuel-cost savings, usually in a year or 
two. Equally Important, they safeguard a 
home's resale value, since It may be dif- 
ficult In future to sell homes that use too 
much fuel.

Mortgage money crunch; action sought in Washington 


Initial reports from the 1,600 local real 


estate boards across the country Indicate 
widespread community concern for the 
existing mortgage money crunch. 


J. D. Sawyer, president of the National 


Association of Realtors, recently called 
on the Association's 500,000 members and 
associates to circulate petitions In their 
communities calling on Congress to 
enact legislation designed to direct mon- 
ey Into mortgage lending Institutions, 
mortgage lenders would then have cash 
available for homo loans and be able to 
reduce Interest rates and costs for homo 
purchases. 


The petitions now being circulated by 


Iho association will be presented to TJ. S. 
Senators and Representatives during tho 
group's national convention In Washing- 
Ion, 0. C. this month. 


"We gathered more than 200 signa- 


tures In the first few hours," reports 
Martin A. Graff, executive director of 
the Akron (Ohio) Area Board of Real- 
tors, Inc. "Our 3,000 members are out on 
tho street knocking on doors, and, so far, 
everyone we've contacted has signed the 
petition." 


THE WEST CONTRA Costa Board of 


Realtors In El Ccrrlto, Calif., reports Its 
1,600 members are reaching home own- 
ers, buyers and other concerned voters. 
"We've just started," said David A. 
Lcary, executive vice president of the 
Board, "but the response has been highly 
favorable. People arc concerned about 
the lack of mortgage money, high down 
payment costs and exorbitant Interest 
rates." 


Louise B. Noland, executive secretary 


of the Tuscaloosa (Ala.) Board, said she 
and the 175 members are carrying peti- 
tions whevcr they go. "We've gotten sig- 
natures from friends at church and 
people wo just bump Into when we're 
shopping." 


Edward J. Boylan, executive vice pres- 


ident of the Long Island (N.Y.) Board of 
Realtors, described the mortgage money 
situation In his area as "fierce." While 
people In Long Island are still able to 
buy and sell property, the Board's 1,100 
members find the petitions meet with a 
"highly favorable response." 


Other boards surveyed reported sim- 


ilar community Interest and support. At- 
lantic City (New Jersey) — 450 mem- 
bers; Northern Virginia — 3,600 mem- 
bers; Erie (Pa.) — 400 members; Chi- 
cago — 2,000 members, and Milwaukee 


— 2,800 members, are just a few of tho 
1,600 boards of realtors now supporting 
the nationwide program. 


LOCAL MEDIA coverage has been 


supported through advertisements en- 
couraging people to write their Congress- 
men. The Chicago Board has placed full 
page ads in the city's daily papers. Other 
boards have found that newspapers, ra- 
dio and television welcome the lead- 
ership that involve the general commu- 
nity in correcting the mortgage mdney 
crunch. 


The five point program of the National 


Association of Realtors calls for: 


• The government to maintain differ- 


entiation of interest rates paid to depos- 
itors in mortgage lending institutions and 
commercial banks to encourage savings 
that would supply cosh for home loans; 


• An expansion of the Federal Homo 


Loan Bank's access to inexpensive funds 
so that mortgage lenders can supply 
mortgage loans at more reasonable in- 
terest rates; 


• New ways to stimulate and Increase 


the flow of private mortgage money into 
housing, such as tax credits for com- 
mercial banks, pension funds and in- 
surance companies for funds invested in 
housing; and tax exclusion on the First 
ten thousand dollars deposited by savers 
with mortgage lending institutions; 


• New methods of fiscal control, such 


as removing government competition for 
Investment dollars by increasing higher 
minimum denominations for Treasury 
obligations, 
encouraging 
corporations 


from issuing low-denominations secu- 


rities, and a dual prime rate to differ- 
entiate between residential lending and 
commercial/corporate lending; and 


• The strengthening of the secondary 


conventional mortgage money. 


"The present mortgage money crisis 


affects 
most people in our mobile 


society," notes J. D. Sawyer, president 
of the National Association of Realtors. 
For buyers, the increase of down pay- 
ment costs from 10 per cent, common 
just a few months ago, to today's 20 per 
cent has cut home buying power in half. 
Lack of mortgage money, especially for 
low-Income families, means many people 
simply cannot buy new homes. People 
selling homes ore finding few buyers 
able to negotiate during the mortgage 
money crunch.

But it was pointed out that many times 
there may be no warning signs, at least 
not of a visible nature, and that any of 
various types of seizures can occur with- 
in a moment. 


The various new medical and surgical 


methods of repairing damaged hearts 
were shown graphically and explained in 
a down-to-earth manner that all could 
understand. 


THERE WAS one rather discouraging 


concluding factor. It was pointed out that 
despite heart transplants, open-heart sur- 
gery and various other advanced treat- 
ment methods, there really hasn't boon 
much of a reduction in the prevalence of 
the disease. 


The really big deterent must come 


from the individual. He must give up 
certain things, must regulate his life in 
better fashion. Too many of us do not 
care to do this — until a heart attack 
strikes. Then it Is too late altogether, or 
continued life is a restricted affair.

REMEMBER some years back when 


there was a huge hue and cry about the 
violence on television programs, mostly 
directed at Westerns, which were all 
over the tube in those days? 


Well, most of the Westerns dis- 


appeared and rather rapidly, too, but 
there really was no letup In violence. The 
crime and police programs multiplied, 
and now there is agitation against the 
violence in the cops and robbers items to 
the extent that some of them are about 
to be dropped or laundered. 


The fact is that the violence in those 


condemned Westerns was, generally, 
"clean" in comparison to that onhthe 
crime programs, and in some cases 
downright funny. Violence on the shows 
being cited now often is purely sadistic 
and revolting.

SULFA DRUGS are often used, and 


doctors vary In their opinion of their use- 
fulness. They seem to help In some 
cases, but they have not been so univer- 
sally successful that they can be consid- 
ered as a way to cure the problem. In 
some cases sulfa doesn't seem to help at 
all. 


In general It is true, as your doctor has 


told you, that you have to live with the 
problem. It is important to have regular 
medical supervision. 


The diet is quite Important. Usually 


one problem Is being sure the patient 
gets enough good nutritious food. That 
specifically means enough calories and 
enough protein. During severe problems 
it may bo necessary to use special diets, 
but over a period of time the emphasis 
should be on helping you maintain your 
nutrition. 


Please' explain the difference between 


cirrhosis of the liver and cancer of the 
liver. Or are they the came thing? 


No they are not the same thing. Cir- 


rhosis is scarring of the liver. This In- 
cludes an episode of hepatitis (in- 
flammation of the liver), or following 
heart failure that causes excessive swell- 
Ing of the liver, damage from poor nutri- 
tion, and even damage following ex- 
cessive use of alcohol. 


Cancer of the liver is a serious and 


usually fatal problem. It can follow cir- 
rhosis, but scientists are hard pressed to 
prove that Is the cause of It. More often 
it develops on its own or from spread of 
cancer from elsewhere In the body.

Many buyers of Christmas toys feel 


that "they don't make them the way they 
used to." They may be right, because 
slowly but surely, safety engineering is 
becoming an integral part of toy design- 
ing. 


Anyone who gives a child a toy for 


Christmas likes to feel that the gift won't 
have tl»e youngster incapacitated for 
New Year's. 


There are a few precautions recom- 


mended by the National Safety Council 
and UK" Toy Manufacturers Association 
in selecting a gift. 


First, a toy should be In keeping with 


tlw child's age awl ability. Youngsters 
under three years of age should not be 
given playthings with small removable 
parts. 


Second, toys that shatter or break eas- 


ily should be avoided. Sharp edges are 
another hazard that can cause cuts when 
one child tries to wrestle the toy away 
from another. 


Pointed tools, chemistry sets, bows 


and arrows and the like arc for older 
children (at least eight years old) who 
can understand their dangers. 


Electrical plug-In toys should only be 


considered for the responsible child with 
adult supervision available. The toys 
should have U.L. (Underwriters Labora- 
tory) seals that indicate electrical safety 
In design and manufacture. 


According to toy company officials, at- 


tempts arc being made to eliminate all 
hidden hazards, but they warn that acci- 


dents can still happen through mijus« 
and abuse of toys. 


A determined campaign by Ihe Food 


and Drug Administration is helping to re- 
move many possibly dangerous 
toys 


from stores. 


The Toy Safety Act of 1969 got the ball 


rolling, and just before Christmas of 
1970, 39 toys were banned. 


The initial targets were rattles that 


could break or had parts that could be 
swallowed, dolls or stuffed animals with 
sharp metal pieces Inside them, noisema- 
kers and balloons that could be acciden- 
tally inhaled, dart toys with sharp edges 
and guns with too high a noise level. 


Manufacturers were notified and told 


to have retailers remove the offenders 
from their shelves. 


The bans nave continued, but the buyer 


must still be alert and not have a false 
sense of security. There Is a bright side, 
however. Many of today's toys are more 
dependable. 


That old wooden rocking horse of years 


ago was apt to tip over. Doll heads ooce 
were easily broken and that was a trage- 
dy for the child, the parents and the doU 
as well. 


Of course, there is always the question 


of what the child wants for Christmas. 
Sometimes the most avid requests are 
for something inappropriate. 


Psychologists suggest choosing a toy 


that the child may not have thought 
about, and thus distracting the youngster 
from his original request.

With time at a premium and a dozen dif- 
ferent things to do before Christmas. 
hero arc some quick, easy tips to make 
your holiday sewing carefree: 


Make a detailed list of everything you 


need before going to the fabrics store. 


Christmas symbols 


For a green Christmas, consider holly 


and Ivy. Holly is regarded by some to 
bring luck to men while ivy docs the 
same for women. Holly represents the 
home. Ivy the Inn (for that Yule cup). 


Holly is also close to Christmas sym- 


bolism with Its white flowers, red ber- 
ries, and thorns. Ivy can also depict the 
frailty of human nature clinging to heav- 
enly strength. 


Don't get caught empty-handed without 
the right thread or machine needles 
when you start your holiday sewing proj- 
ects. 


Select patterns with a minimum of but- 


tons, zippers, and pleats. Keep the style 
simple — jazz up the fashion by using 
exciting fabrics like taffeta, satin and 
velvet. 


Be careful when laying out patterns — 


velvets and certain knits must be laid 
out following "with nap" instructions. 
This precaution before sewing can re- 
duce problems afterwards. 


Use iron-ons to save sewing steps. In- 


terfacings, hems and scam bindings can 
easily bo attached with just the heat of 
an Iron and a fusible web for joining fab- 
rics — no stitches arc needed. 


Have your Ironing board open at all 


times. You'll want to use your iron to 
press seams, darts, pleats and sleeves as 
you sew for a professional-looking fash- 
ion. 


Attach a paper bag to the side of your 


sewing machine. It's a great way to 
catch discarded scraps and bits of 
thread. 


If you're really pressed for time, con-

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Yuletide songs become 
classics over the years 


What do an animal with a sinus condi- 


tion and a couple of kids with dental 
problems have in common? Millions of 
dollars, that's what. 


The animal Is Rudolph, of course, and 


that red-nosed reindeer has lighted the 
way to a million dollars a year for com- 
poser and lyricist Johnny Marks. 


Brought out In 1WD, the song has 


grown into the greatest record hit of all 
time — 97,000,000 copies since It was In- 
troduced by cowboy star Gene Autry. 


Marks hasn't rested on his royalties, 


having produced "Holly Jolly Christ- 
mas*' (a 1.000,000.scllcr) and "RocklK* 
Round the Christmas Tree'* (5,000,000 
records). 


The couple of kids are the ones who 


sang "All I Want for Christmas Is My 
T\«> Front Teeth" by Don Gardner and 
"I Saw Mommy Kissing Santa Glaus" by 
Tommle Connor. The latter was recorded 
by 12-year-old Jimmy Boyd in 1952 and 
sold more than 2,000,000 records in just 
two years. 


Among Yuletide songs, the classic is 


"White Christmas." the all-time best 
seller before Rudolph. The Irving Berlin 
ballad was Introduced by Blng Crosby in 
a 1942 movie, "Holiday Inn/' and the 
Crosby record has remained a top seller 
through the years. 


Strangely enough, Berlin had written 


the song as a satirical comment on the 
holiday in California under the palm 
trees, but the war-torn world of '42 took 
H sentimentally. 


An earlier success that has been just 


as durable Is "Santa Claus Is Com In' to 
Town," the song that almost didn't get 


published. Haven Glllcspfc and J. Fred 
Cools wrote the song in 1932, but lor two 
years, music houses turned it down as 
being "a kiddie number.'* 


Coots, who was by 1934 writing mate- 


rial for Eddie Cantor's radio show, of- 
fered it to the star who wasn't interested. 
Ida Cantor, however, liked the song and 
persuaded Eddie to use it on the show, 
and it was an instant hit. 


Other Christmas standards have hit 


lesser jackpots. Nat King Cole has been 
dead for eight years, but every holiday 
he comes back with "Chestnuts Roasting 
on an Open Fire." There's "I'll Be Home 
for Christmas" that was a 1943 Christ- 
mas hit. and world turmoil keeps that 
one pertinent. 


Gene Autry scored again In 1960 with 


"Frosty the Snowman," and "Little 
Drummer Boy" shows sing of strum- 
ming up annual popularity. 


Writing a Christmas song sounds like 


an easy way to make a fortune, and 
thousands of would-be composers try 
their hand at it. Their efforts form a bliz- 
zard on Tin Pan Alley which is more or 
less a building in New York and some 
offices in the surrounding area. Publish- 
ers wade through numbers with titles 
like "Pollution Killed My Christmas 


Most of these don't stand a chance, ac- 


cording to one publisher. In fact, most 
songs submitted by mail arc returned 
unopened to the sender to avoid any pla- 
garism claims. 


"It makes you wonder," said the put>- 


Usher, "how many 'Rudolphs* or 'White 
Christmases* never made It because no- 
body ever heard them."

The toy consumerism movement being 


what it Is, parents aren't going to settle 
for toys which are not safe and durable 
tills Christmas. 


Parents have become more selective 


in their toy buying patterns in 1973 than 
In years gone by. They refuse to plunk 
down their alrady Inflated dollar on 
toys which arc not fun, amusing, educa- 
tional and ore safe and durable. 


"Parents want simplicity — a return to 


the basics," asserts Ken Block, vice 
president merchandising at Mattel Toys. 


"They want toys which do kss — so 


kids will do more. In other words, toys 
which encourage a child to use his own 
Imagination and get Involved, is what 
most parents look for In buying a toy." 


Parents seem bent on stamping out 


"spectator" play in which the child ob- 
serves the toy doing whatever is it sup- 
posed to do, says Block. They want their 
children to be Involved In the play situ- 
ation. 


Sometimes referred to as "manual" 


play, thU concept has been readily ac- 
cepted by toymakers and parents alike 
who realize that a child learns from any 
toy If he is involved in the playing action. 


Tills return to the "basics" Ls noticed 


especially with the growing popularity of . 
wooden toys, toys widen are cranked 
rather than battery-operated and simple 
cuddly rag and bean dolls. 


Psychologists have recently pointed 


out that pre-schoolers have a greater 
learning ability than they were given 
credit for having. This has prompted a 
new generation of learning toys designed 
especially for young lota. 


"Even if a toy isn't marked education- 


al, parents realize a child can still learn 
from it." says Block. "This Is especially 
true of pre-schoolers who are eager to 
play with pint-size versions of objects 
which exist in their world — sewing ma- 
chines, drills, cars, trucks, etc," 


Todays children are more aware of the 


real world around them, and like their 
parents, want a toy that has multiple 
values. -The "today child" is a sophis- 
ticated consumer." says Block. The toys 
for this child have to be not only fun and 
safe — but al&o be a real value.

by movable pUtons. 


America** earliest contribution to the 


hUtory of tho candle, say researchers, is 
the delicately-scented bayberry taper. 


The Pilgrims began making bayberry 


candles after learning to extract the 
greenish wax from 
wild bayberrlcs. 


These aromatic tapers are said to bring 
pond luck to those who burn them during 
the Yuletide season. 


What of the UghU on the Christmas 


tree? Tapers were the principal source of 
light In the eighteenth century as well a» 
the oldest symbols. 


Especially significant for use at Christ- 


mas, the lighted candle according to rcli- 
gluiu teaching, represents Christ in all 
His glory - the Light of the World. 


Consequently, candles were lighted 


with ceremony on Christmas Evo with 
alt the memers of the family participat- 
ing. Again on Christmas Night and con- 
tinuing through the Feast of Epiphany, 
the candles traditionally were burned.

For ex- 
ample, outline the partridge's feathers 
and wings, the angel's face, arms or 
robe design. 


For an inter citing effect, shapes may 


bo filled In solidly on both sides with 
yarn or cord for an all-over pattern. 
Punch a holo In top of ornament or glue 
cord or yam loop to top for hanging.

Santa'* choice of the chimney has §ev* 
eral explanations. For instance, legend 
has it that the original Santa. Si Nich- 
olas, presented three maidens with glfU 
for a dowry. Modestly concealing his 
generality, he tossed the gold down a 
chimney, in secret. 


Another theory claims that Santa co- 


pied a goddae. who was the first to de* 
fiver gift* via a chimney. According to 
this legend, when the Vikings of Norway 
celebrated the Yuleltde or winter solstice 
In their great halls, a festive feature of 
the occasion was the appearance of the 
goddess Hcrtha in the fireplace. 


her name indicates, Hcrtha was 


goddc.w of the hcnrth nnd home, and 
most appropriately arrived by way of the 
chimney, to deliver her Yulctldo gifts of 
good tuck and good cheer. 


Sllll another explanation takes a prac- 


tical point of view. Housewives of North- 
ern Europe, cleaning house for the New 
Year, awl to coax children to help with 
the chores by saying. "Let's clean Uic 
hearth. St. Nicholas Mill soon be coming 
down the chimney."

Sonic ood advice 
on stringing lights 


Putting lights on the Christmas tree Is 


an art In Itself. Most people use the ran- 
dom pattern because It Is the easiest and 
requires leas planning. 


The more careful decorator, however 


can work out a spiral or contour. design, 
the secret being to overlap light strings 
and to space the bulbs closely. 


On outdoor trees, a tent style layout 


can be managed by fastening the light to 
wirw that run from the tip of the tree or 
top of a pole down to the ground. 


In decorating a tree, a 25-ltght set Is 


used for every five feet of tree that is ten 
feet from the ground. 


Hare branches need about five lights 


for every foot. Experts suggest lighting 
the branches so that they cast a spidery 
shadow on the side of the house, 


Light* should have the UL designation 


for outdoor use.

Christmas itself, many historians be-

Overjoyed, the 
little girl plucked the bloom, which she 
took as a gift to the Infant Jesus. 


A fourth-century bishop of Ttirkey, 


Saint Nicholas, was the r^al-U/c pre- 
decessor of Santa Claus. According to 
legend, he dropped a bag of gold coins 
down a chimney into a stocking which a 
poor girl had hung by the fireplace to 
dry: hence our custom of hanging Christ- 
mas stockings.

Homemade cards come In three main 


types: the photo, the letter reporting on 
family happenings and the art can! — 
painted, block printed, pasted, made of 
felt or even a needlepoint design. 


Cosiest b the photo card. The biggest 


problem here: getting the family ID 
agreo on a picture. Scenery, people or 
peU. you've got to get a picture that 
suits. 


Then you've got to get enough copies In 


time. Early November U none too soon 
to make the selection. Families with 
little children sometimes dress nil in tho 
same outfits — nightgowns and caps and 
iUppers. They gather round the fireplace 
and each holds a candle.

Then affix 
Christmas stickers here and there to Im- 
part a holiday touch. 


If someone In the family Is artistic, a 


cartoon enhances this type homemade 
greeting. Tho letter card has limitations. 
You can't send U to everyone on tho list. 
The most appreciative recipients usually 
arc relatives, grade school friends and 
really close acquaintances. 


For help with on art card It's best to 


first visit an art supply store. Your cra- 
nium will fill with visions of grandiose 
productions as you look over easy-docs 
paints, linoleum block printing equip- 
ment — rollers, press, Ink, papers, cut- 
ting tools. 


After looking, go home and think. Be- 


fore settling on tho design of a card fig- 
ure the time to produce and the cost. 
Before going ahead be sure — you can 
afford the price and the time.

Give toys that please 
both child and parents 


Nothing b more overwhelming than a 


store's toy department at the height of 
the holiday season. "Hie great variety of 
Items makes it difficult to choose the one 
toy or game that will please the Individ- 
ual child you ore buying for and his par- 
ents, too. 


When purchasing a toy or game, the 


shopper should look for various product 
features and also keep in mind the Indi- 
vidual child — his age, abilities and In- 
terests. If the toy is not suited to his 
personality, he probably won't play with 
it and your money will bo wasted. 


Among the guidelines to follow when 


selecting toys and games is to find some- 
thing with educational or instructional 
value — in addition to play Interest. 


Many toys are produced with the intent 


of combining learning and amusement to 
aid a child's development. Even play- 
things for Infants and toddlers arc de- 
signed to catch their eyes with colorful 
patterns and build their strength and 
dexterity. 


Games make good holiday gift choices 


because they provide a multiple learning 
experience. Covering a wide range of 
subjects, they teach numbers and coun- 
ting, build vocabulary words, give a 
short course In geography or offer a his- 
tory lesson. 


Pro-school age children are Interested 


in things they can construct by building 
up or tearing down. 


School-age children enjoy the fun of 


competition and trying to win against an- 
other player. Games that hare play val- 
ue and games that test their skills are 
good choices. These games also give 
learning experiences, for they teach 
youngsters how to cooperate with others, 
how to follow rules and how to make de- 
da ions. 


As children grow older, they find "su- 


per-action" games that test their skills 
more challenging. That's why 8 to 14 
year olds enjoy the fast-moving com- 
petition games. Family strategy board 
games also appeal to this age group, as 
they require quick thinking and planning. 


Keeping in mind what kind of toy or 


game is appropriate to the child's age 
group, the shopper must also recognize 


whether the plaything is well-constructed 
and free of safety hazards. 


Before buying any toy or game, check 


the copy on the box for warranties or 
guaranties which indicate the manufac- 
turer's willingness to stand behind his 
product. Also, look over the object for 
sturdy, durable construction and safety. 


On the whole, toys and games on the 


market today are safer than ever before. 
This Is due to government standards for 
inflammability and toxfclty together with 
efforts on the part of industry manufac- 
turers to make products free of safety 
hazards. 


However, the name and reliability of 


the manufacturer should also be consid- 
ered when selecting an object for play. A 
well-established firm with years of expe- 
rience has succeeded by offering quality 
products backed by research and testing. 


With these shopping pointers In mind, 


it should be easier to evaluate the array 
of toys and games offered and to find one 
that will be used and enjoyed repeatedly 
by the child who receives It.

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95% of all Americans 
send Christmas cards 


II you're proud of the number of 


Christmas cords you and your family re- 
ceive and count up the total year, your 
secret is out. 


According io a study by American 


Greetings Corporation about 5G per cent 
of American families take the trouble to 
count their cards, 47 per cent find a spot 
In the house to display them, and nearly 
a third keep tho cards they receive until 
the following Christmas. 


More than 05 per cent of all Americans 


send and receive Christmas cards, which 
adds up to a whopping 3.5 billion enve- 
lopes going through the U.S. postal sys- 
tem on an average each year. 


Putting together the Christmas card 


list appears to be a pervasive activity 
around th« holiday season! and for about 


17 per cent of American families the list 
may go over 100 names. About 23 per 
cent of those who send cards keep their 
list to between 25 and SO, about 23 per 
cent send out between 50 and 75 cards, 
and nearly 21 per cent send from 7 up to 
100. 


Most Christmas cards, says American 


Greetings, are selected by women alone, 
but in about 18 per cent of all families 
the choice is a joint one made by both 
husband and wife. Most selections 
|rc 


likely to be what the major card design- 
er calls traditional, and about a third 
will be religious in tone. 


About two-thirds of all families gener- 


ally buy more than one card design, and 
special people gel specially selected de- 
signs.

Would it be possible that along with 


store-bought gifts would come a declara- 
tion of love or admiration. Perhaps it 
could be a rhyme — carefully written

wrapped In a way to suggest the gift in- 
side? 


And instead of ripping packages open, 


it would be ritual to take turns, so each 
gift could be seen, heard and enjoyed by 
all.

Single-engine airplane 
offers good fuel mileage 


Inter-city travel In light single-engine 


airplanes consumes less fuel per mile 
than the average U.S.-made private au- 
tomobile, an official of Cessna Aircraft 
Company said. 


Robert L. Lair, senior vice-president, 


made the comparison in remarks ad- 
dressed to Cessna dealers during In- 
troduction of the company's first 1974 
aircraft models. 


Cessna, which manufactures approxi- 


mately half of all the worl's airplanes, 
recently introduced several models in its 
lowest-priced, bifid-volume line of busi- 
ness and personal aircraft — the Model 
150 and the four-place Sky hawk and Car- 
dinal scries. 


"Any of these airplanes," Lair said, 


"will travel more miles per gallon than 
most automobiles. U.S.-made cars, for 
example, average 13.5 miles per gallon, 
according to the U.S. Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles. 


"By contrast, the Cessna Model 150 


will get 20.5 miles per gallon, the Sky- 
hawk 17, and the Cardinal H.2. 


"In addition," he said, "since air- 


planes travel in a straight line rather 
than on highways, the distance between 
points is usually reduced 25 to 50 per 
cent, further adding to a reduction in 
fuel consumption. 


"In a very real sense, we arc selling 


'compacts of the air'," he said. "At a 


time when we arc all concerned about 
energy conservation, we can offer ve- 
hicles which provide savings in time, dis- 
tance and fuel consumption." 


The Model ISO Is also the primary 


training aircraft in the Cessna Pilot Cen- 
ter Integrated Flight Training System.

Harmonize dinnerware gift 
with lifestyle of recipient 


If you've been getting some gift hints 


about dinncnvarc this holiday season 
(and dlniwrwarc Is usually a considered 
purchase), tare's some advice from an 
expert. 


Nancy Patterson, designer of Iron 


Mountain Stoneware, offers this com- 
ment to would-be dinnerware shoppers. 
First, the generic types: 


Earthenware. That form of dinnerware 


fired at lowest temperature among ce- 
ramic types. 
(Earthenware is often 


called pottery.) A wide range of earthen- 
ware qualities and prices are available. 
Because earthenware has a porous body, 
it Is easily chipped and scratched com- 
pared to other types of dinnerware. 
Ironstone fs a form of earthenware. 


Whiteware. Often sold by variety 


stores and supermarkets, white ware Is a 
mass-produced product seldom available 
a second time around (for pattern contin- 
uation). 


China. Often called fine china. Pro- 


duced from refined clay and fired at me- 
dium to high temperatures. Often trans- 
lucent (hold up to light, see your hand on 
the other side). Bone china Is In this 
grouping. 


Some owners tend to use china only for 


special occasions. Soft glare (on hard 
body) can bo scratched with cutlery. 
Generally not recommended for dish- 
washer. 


Stoneware. The highest quality stone- 


ware Is porcclaneous stoneware — fired 
at temperatures up to 2500 degrees F. 
This high-fired stoneware has a non- 
white porous body with a hard glaze. 


Because of the high-firing, colors are 


often earthy and subtle. Because of the 


hardness and underglaze, stoneware fs 
oven-proof, dishwasher-proof and cannot 
be marred by cutlery. 


Other kinds of so-called stoneware are 


fired at lower temperatures and arc of 
lower quality. 


Porcelain. Fired at highest ceramic 


temperatures. Porcelain Is stoneware 
carried to one step further ccramically. 


It Is whiter than stoneware with a hard 


glaze and Is usually translucent. When 
the decoration is underglazcd, porcelain 
goes into both dishwasher and oven. 


Now that you know a bit more about 


dinnerware, here arc some practical 
considerations: 


Consider storage space. !f space is lim- 


ited, pick basic dinnerware that suits all 
occasions. 


Kcp the person you're buying for in 


mind. Would she like bold and rugp'-d 
design? Or something more delicate? 
Make your choice suit the user. 


When saving space and time Is Impor- 


tant, look for multi-purpose dlnnerware. 
An oven-proof casserole, for instance, 
can move from freezer to oven to table 
— where It becomes a serving dish.

Public works department doesn't like it 
86-acre Hank Farm annex 
protested by Lake County

The proposed annexation of the B8-acrc 


Hank Farm to Buffalo Grove has met 
opposition from the Lake County Public 
Works Department. 


Robert Dec-gun. Lnkc County public 


works director, told the plan commission 
at Its public hearing Tuesday night, the 
county Installed water and sewer facil- 
ities In the area because It thought it 
would be servicing the residents. 


"It came as a surprise to us that this 


might become a part of another system 
because wo thought we would be serv- 
icing the area," Decgnn told the commis- 
sion. 


If the property Is annexed to Buffalo 


Grove, Decgnn said the county would 
still have to treat Its sewage In Its new- 
plant on Pckara Drive. He said if the 
development ROCS to Buffalo Grove the 
county «lll lose revenue because the vil- 
lage will be charged a wholesale price 
for sewage treatment. If the project re- 
mained unincorporated, ho said the coun- 
ty would get a higher price for (ho ser- 
vice. 


THE 
CONTRACT between 
Buffalo 


Grave and the county for treatment of 
village scwago docs not Include the Hank 
Farm. Dccgan said. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson yesterday 


said Lake County has installed one water 
and sewer lino across the Hank Farm so 
that service could be extended to another 
nearby development. Additional lines 
would have la be installed, he said, to 
make service adequate. 


The existing as well as the additional 


lines will be paid for by the developer of 
the property, Larson said. 


Dccgan said although water and sewer 


facilities at this time would be In- 
adequate, the county plans to extend 
lines as the area is developed. 


THE VILLAGE Is Interested In annex- 


ing the project because It is better 
equipped than Lake County to provide 
utilities and services to It. He cited po- 
lice and water as two examples. 


If the project remains unincorporated, 


Larson said the village probably will still 
be called on to perform some services. 
Since that would be the case, Larson said 
the village might as well annex the prop- 
erty and exercise some control over it. 


When the plan commission makes a de- 


cision on the project, Dccgan has re- 
quested he be Informed so he can bo pre- 
sent when the village board considers the 
annexation. Dcegan emphasized he was 
speaking for the public works depart- 
ment and was not representing the Lake 
County Board. 


THE CENTEX HOMES Corp. has pro- 


posed building 940 units on the tract, 
north of Chevy Chase Country Club be- 
tween the Soo Line Railroad tracks and 
Milwaukee Avenue. The project will be 
called Winston Park North and will con- 
sist of 580 townhouscs and 360 con- 
dominiums. 


The townhouscs will have two, three 


and four bedrooms and will cost between 
$40.000 and $46,000. The condominiums 
will have one, two and three bedrooms 
and will cost between $24,000 and $38,500. 


Recreation facilities will consist of a 


nine-acre park. « clubhouses, two swim- 
ming pools, four tennis courts and a re- 
tention lake that may be suitable for 
boating.

No gifts for schools: Centex 


The Centex Homes Corp., which has 


proposed annexing the Hank Farm to 
Buffalo Grove, docs not plan to adhere to 
the village's resolution that asks for do- 
nations for local school districts. 


Gerald Estcs, architect and planner for 


the 940-unit development, told the plan 
commission Tuesday night the tax mon- 
ey generated by the development will be 
more than adequate to support the school 
districts. The village resolution asks de- 
velopers to make cash or land donations 
relative to the number of students gener- 
ated. 


MICHAEL DI VINCENZO. superin- 


tendent of Aptaklsic-Trlpp School Dist. 
102 In Prairie View, said yesterday the 
development could create a severe finan- 
cial burden on the school Astern. "The 
district Is not equipped to hfcndle the ad- 
ditional students that will Be generated 
without some financial hclp.'yhe said. 


The previous owner of the Hank Farm, 


prior lo giving Centex the option to buy, 
agreed to donate $39,000 to the school dis- 
trict. Centex has agreed to pick up this 
option, however, it refuses to pay an 
added $1,000, which Is "estimated" to be 
the amount it wuld take to bring the 
the amount It would take to bring the 
donation up to Buffalo Grove require- 


"I think they (Centex) should adhere 


to the Buffalo Grove resolution the same 
as other developers. If they aren't re- 
quired to it will be setting a bad prece- 
dent," Dl Vinccnzo said. 


Even If the project does generate 


to start early next year and take slightly 
more than two years to complete. 


THE DEVELOPER told the plan com- 


mission the project "generally con- 
forms" to the village master plan. Since 
the development has already received 
approval from the Lake County Board, It 
could be constructed under county zoning 
should Buffalo Grove decide not to annex 
it. 


The Lake County Board rejected the 


project last year after 
Rlverwoods, 


enough tax money, DiVinccnzo said 
there would be problems because of a 
tax lag. Because of the lag it could take 
the school district from G to 18 months to 
get money to support its operations, he 
said. 


THE 
SCHOOL DISTRICT now has 


about 300 students going to its one 
school. With Centex and several other de- 
velopments planned for the area, Di Vin- 
ccnzo sold the enrollment in the ele- 
mentary district could Increase to nearly 
2,000. 


Estcs said Centex expects its devel- 


opment to generate 233 elementary-age 
school children and 71 high school-age 
children. 


These figures, however, are consid- 


erably lower than what the Illinois 
School Consulting Service predicts will 
be generated. According to its formula, 
609 elementary-age school children and 
about 150 high school-age children will be 
generated by the development. 


Estes said even with the difference in' 


figures, the school district will receive a, 
surplus of money. Di Vincenzo, however, 
said he was not sure that would be the 
case. "I'll make a deal with them where 
they'll give us additional money if we 
run short," he said. 


Di Vinccnzo said he could not speak for 


the school board, but said he thinks it 
would object If Centex does not make a 
donation. "I'm sure the board would 
want something that is equitable, fair and 
right," he said.

Adults who lived through the event can 


remember exactly where they were and 
what they were doing when the news 
came. Mention the date and the memo- 
rics come rushing back. 


But for the children — the children 


who are today in high school — the mem- 
ories arc just as intense, and perhaps 
more painful, than those of their parents. 


This was the generation which, in the 


words of one girl, was "raised by Walter 
Conkite." Today's high school senior was 
in second grade that year: a sophomore 
was in kindergarten. Recently a group of 
students at a Northwest suburban high 
school assembled to recall the events of 
the weekend which began in Dallas. 


KAREN MILLER was in second grade 


at a Catholic school. "I remember we 
had a silent prayer," she said, "and then 
we all started crying. We understood he 
was a great man. Our teacher was from 
a foreign country and I remember she 
couldn't understand why we were so up- 
set. She herded us all into a rest room 
and she had to keep putting cold towels 
on our faces because we wouldn't stop 
crying." 


Wendy Bcrkowitz was in a public 


school, also in second grade. The teacher 
announced what happened and then they 
were dismissed for the day. "I remem- 
ber I didn't think anyone else in the 
country knew, just our class — and I was 
going to tell everybody. But I came 
home and my mother was just sitting at 
the kitchen table and she knew already," 
she said. 


TWO THINGS stand out In their memo- 


ries of the event, the group said. One 
was that they kept asking "why" — a 
question the adults around them were 
unable to answer.

Ten difficult years have passed since 


the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 
When it occurred many of us were cer- 
tain it would be as traumatic a national 
disaster as we would ever experience. As 
people still recall where they were when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked or Franklin 
Roosevelt died, many of us sensed imme- 
diately that we could not conceivably for- 
get our whereabouts at the time of this 
tragedy of comparable consequence. 


Our grief was overwhelming. Our loss 


was of a 46-year-old president of extraor- 
dinary intellect and personal magnetism 
who had Injected vitality and style into 
an office seemingly tired and direction- 
less in the waning years of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. However, while 
we mourned and feared for the future, 
we had no expectation that the events of 
the next decade would at times be so 
nightmarish that JFK's death could to- 


day be viewed as a distarT. beginning of a 
long spiritual depression. 


Cynicism and doubt set In almost im- 


mediately In the hours and days follow, 
ing Nov. 22,1963. The millions of families 
that clustered, as mine did, before tele- 
vision sets that Friday and through the 
next Monday were witnesses to the in- 
credible. The arrest of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the alleged but not confessed as- 
sassin, his shooting by Jack Ruby, and 
then, finally, the President laid to rest 
before a dispirited and confused nation. 


NOBODY, IT SEEMED, was quite cer- 


tain how It had all happened, and before 
people wiped away their tears they em- 
braced unsubstantiated but Inventive the- 
ories. Not even the report of a presiden- 
tial commission headed by U.S. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, Issued the next fall, 
could convince many that there had been 
no conspiracy. Subsequent critiques of 
the report and conflicting interpretations

High food prices may be 
permanent, says farm exec

Rising production costs compounded by 


the energy crisis may mean food prices 
will be increasing permanently, William 
Kuhfuss, president of the American 
Farm Bureau, predicted yesterday. 


"Agriculture is in the same situation 


as all other energy-consuming industries 
in the country," Kuhfuss told The Herald 
yesterday. "I think there is a relation- 
ship between the cost of production and 
the price that the consumer is going to 
pay, and I think it is realistic to say that 
food costs will be going up." 


His comments came yesterday in the 


wake of an address Tuesday before the 
Cook County Farm Bureau's annual 
meeting in which the national bureau 
president predicted food price increases 
may be due to the energy shortage. 


In a speech Tuesday at the Arlington 


Park Towers, Kuhfuss told the county 
farm bureau audience that blame for the 
current energy crisis "must be placed on 
government price controls and regu- 
latory actions" and added that rising op- 
erational costs in farming likely will put 
farmers in a cost-price bind. 


KUHFUSS SAID yesterday that while 


steps taken to relieve the energy squeeze 
will also help the food price situation, the 
long-range outlook is not bright. 


"The shortage isn't going to go away," 


he said. "We're going to have stress in 
the energy situation for a long time to 
come, I believe. 


"For agriculture to receive its fair 


share in the free marketplace, the con- 
sumer cannot expect to continue to pay 
the same prices for his food, which in- 
cidentally has always been the cheapest 
in the world," he added. 


In remarks made Tuesday during the 


farm bureau meeting, Kuhfuss said "ra- 
tioning and allocations of fuels are not 
the answer to increased supplies. Theso 
measures don't add one unit of energy 
but merely establish formal methods for 
sparing the scarcities." 


He recommended four steps to in- 


crease energy supplies including in- 
creased off-shore drilling for oil on the 
continental shelf: eventual end to gov- 
ernment regulation of the natural gas in- 
dustry to provide incentive for new pro- 
duction development; the end of political 
determination of pricing to permit mar- 
ket prices to prevail and the removal of 
new port facilities for importing fuel. 


Kuhfuss said agricultural production 


consumes about three per cent of the to- 
tal electricity produced in the United 
States and farmers use an additional 2 to 
3 per cent for other purposes. 


FARMS USE NEARLY 23 per cent of 


the nation's production of liquefied petro- 
leum gas for production and domestic 
purposes, he told the bureau. 


"Farmers don't like to pay higher 


prices for their production supplies," ha 
said, "but they know it is better to have 
fertilizer available at market prices than 
to have artificially low prices and in- 
sufficient fertilizer supplies. 


"That's why Farm Bureau recom- 


mended the removal of price controls on 
fertilizers," he said. "Higher world 
prices were siphoning off supplies from 
the U.S. market." 


Kuhfuss has been president of the 


more than two million-member national 
American Farm Bureau since 1970. Prior 
to that he was president for 12 years of 
the Illinois Agricultural Association.

Jackie's pink suit, muffled drums, the 


riderless horse — all small details that 
were scared forever into America's 
memory in the days that followed Nov.

Mention the date and the memo- 
ries come rushing back. 


But for the children — the children 


who arc today in high school — the mem- 
ories arc just as intense, and perhaps 
more painful, than those of their parents.

Today's high school senior was 
in second grade that year; a sophomore 
was in kindergarten. Recently a group of 
students at a Northwest suburban high 
school assembled to recall the events of 
the weekend which began in Dallas. 


KAREN MILLER was in second grade 


at a Catholic school. "I remember we 
had a silent prayer," she said, "and then 
we all started crying. We understood he 
was a great man. Our teacher was from 
a foreign country and I remember she 
couldn't understand why we were so up- 
set. She herded us all into a rest room 
and she had to keep putting cold towels 
on our faces because we wouldn't stop 
crying." 


Wendy Berkowitz was in a public 


school, also in second grade. The teacher 
announced what happened and then they 
were dismissed for the day. "I remem- 
ber I didn't think anyone else in the 
country knew, just our class — and I was 
going to tell everybody.

As 
people still recall where they were when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked or Franklin 
Roosevelt died, many of us sensed Imme- 
diately that we could not conceivably for- 
get our whereabouts at the time of this 
tragedy of comparable consequence. 


Our grief was overwhelming. Our loss, 


was of a 46-year-old president of extraor- 
dinary intellect and personal magnetism 
who had injected vitality and style into 
an office seemingly tired and direction- 
less in the waning years of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. However, while 
we mourned and feared for the future, 
we had no expectation that the events of 
the next decade would at times be so 
nightmarish that JFK's death could to- 


day be viewed as a distant beginning of a 
long spiritual depression. 


Cynicism and doubt set in almost im- 


mediately in the hours and days follow- 
ing Nov. 22,1963. The millions of families, 
that clustered, as mine did, before tele- 
vision sets that Friday and through the 
next Monday were witnesses to the in- 
credible. The arrest of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the alleged but not confessed as- 
sassin, his shooting by Jack Ruby, and 
then, finally, the President laid to rest 
before a dispirited and confused nation.

MacCoun, speaking of Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital, said costs per patient 
day has risen $20 since the Economic 
Stablliatlon Program went into effect.

She cures a lot more 
than cuts and bruises

She soothes hurt feelings, teaches first 


aid. knows how to remove paint from 
skin and sometimes keeps a mouse in 
her refrigerator. Llko the other school 
nurses In Dist. 39, Jill Barthol docs a lot 
more than put on band aids and wash 
cuts — a lot more. 


A nurse in the Elk Grove Township 


School District for eight years, Mrs. Bar- 
thcl keeps on the move. Dlst. 59, like 
many neighboring districts, doesn't have 
a full-time nurse in every school build- 
ing. So Mrs. Barthcl divides her time 
among Grantwood, Salt Creek, Byrd and 
Cook schools in addition to Lively Junior 
High School In Elk Grove Village. 


Because she's not always at a school, 


part of Mrs. Barthd's duties include In- 
structing secretaries and office staff In 
first aid, so they can treat minor injuries 
and arc prepared for a major emergen- 
cy. 


"In addition, all my schools know 


where I am every minute of the day," 
said Mrs. Barthcl, who tells the staff to 
call the fire department first and her 
second. 


Homo visits arc also part of the school 


nurse's day. The families of children who 
arc newly diagnosed diabetics or epilep- 
tics, for example, often need counseling. 


"Doctors explain to the families what 


to expect," said Mrs. Barthcl. "But of- 
ten, the family is just so overwhelmed, 
the doctor's words don't sink in right 
away. So I offer myself as a resource 
person to the family," she added. 


MRS. 
BARTHEL ALSO counsels the 


child and teacher. "I try to find out how 
the child views himself In this new situ- 
ation," said Mrs. Barthcl. "I'll also try 
and prepare the teacher for possible situ- 
ations that could arise in the classroom, 
such as what she'll do if the child has a 
seizure or goes into insulin shock during 
class," she said. 


Not all visitors to the nurses office arc 


really sick and after eight years, Mrs. 
Barthcl can usually tell right away if the 
problem is physical or perhaps, mental. 
Either way, she's prepared to help. 


"A child, like an adult, can sometimes 


have a bad day, a day when nothing goes 
right." said Mrs. Barthcl. "It finally gets 
so bad, they just need a break and sud- 
denly they're sick. I'll talk about what's 
bothering them and soon they're feeling 
better," she added. 


On the junior high level, the problems 


of a visitor to the nurse's office is some- 
times directly related to the fact that 
their homework isn't done. 


Not all the problems handled by the 


nurse's office are serious, such as the 
time some grade school youngsters were 
working on their Christmas project, us- 
ing green spray paint. 


"I CAME IN AND there was this child 


sitting there with a green face and green 
h a n d s , " l a u g 
ed Mrs. Barthei. 


"Someone hod decided to spray him with 
paint. We spent the rest of the after- 
noon washing," she said. 


Another time, a little girl came in say- 


Ing she had been bitten by a mouse. "Af- 
ter taking care of the bite, I went out to 
where she said It happened," said Mrs. 
Barthei. "An elderly man said she'd 
tried to save a mouse -who had been 
caught by a cat. She succeeded, but was 
bitten," she said. 


"The man had killed and burled the

Jackie's pink suit, muffled drums, the 


riderless horse — all small details that 
were seared 
forever 
into 
America's 


memory in the days that followed Nov. 
22, 1963. 


Adults who lived through the event can 


remember exactly where they were and 
what they were doing when the news 
came. Mention the date and the memo- 
ries come rushing back. 


But for the children — the children 


who are today in high school — the mem- 
ories arc just as intense, and perhaps 
more painful, than those of their parents. 


This was the generation which, in the 


words of one girl, was "raised by Walter 
Conkite." Today's high school senior was 
in second grade that year; a sophomore 
was in kindergarten. Recently a group of 
students at a Northwest suburban high 
school assembled to recall the events of 
the weekend which began in Dallas. 


KAREN MILLER was in second grade 


at a Catholic school. "I remember we 
had a silent prayer," she said, "and then 
we alt started crying. We understood he 
was a great man. Our teacher was from 
a foreign country and I remember she 
couldn't understand why we were so up- 
set. She herded us all into a rest room 
and she had to keep putting cold towels 
on our faces because we wouldn't stop 
crying." 


Wendy Berkowitz was in a public 


school, also in second grade. The teacher 
announced what happened and then they 
were dismissed for the day.

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Project a bitter pill for lionwotvners 
Old Madrid condos plan 
new chapter in old story

Plans for condominium apartments In 


Palatine's Old Madrid apartment devel- 
opment marks the latest chapter In a 
seven-year struggle between builders, 
homeowners and village officials.

Parents cf members of the Rolling 


Meadows Ice Skating Club last night 
charged that Rolling Meadows park dis- 
trict policies have whittled their mem- 
bership down from 54 to 13 people. 


About 20 people met with park district 


Dlr. Steve Person and said that mainte- 
nance problems, locked doors, high rates 
and the lack of summer skating caused 
I heir club to lose members. 


The park district IMS been facing a 


number of maintenance problems with 
Ice rink machinery. The Ice rink Is pre- 
sently closed and won't open until tomor- 
row morning for the Gobbler's Skating, a 
special Thanksgiving skating session. 


The parents also charged that In the 


past when they paid for a 6 a.m. ice 
skating practice, they would arrive at 
the sports complex only to find the doors 
locked. Person promised that If this hap- 
pened in the future, the new sports com- 
plex director Rudy Nelson, would repay 
them at double their cost. 


Parents also charged that an average 


hour of Ice skating time for club mem- 
bers costs too much In comparison with 
other rinks. One father said the park dis- 
trict Is charging about $2.40 an hour, 
while a nearby commercial rink, the 
Randhurst Metro Sports Ice Arena, Is 
only charging J1.73 per hour. 


Person said he would bo willing to low- 


er rates to about $2 an hour If more 
people could be found to buy time. 


PARENTS OF* club members said that 


limited summer skating opportunities 
forced members to seek ice time In other 
arenas. Many of these people, they said,

Jackie's pink suit, muffled drums, the

Our teacher was from 
a foreign country and I remember she 
couldn't understand why we were so up- 
set. She herded us all into a rest room 
and she had to keep putting cold towels 
on our faces because we wouldn't stop 
crying." 


Wendy Berkowitz was in a public 


school, also in second grade. The teacher 
announced what happened and then they 
were dismissed for the day. "I remem- 
ber I didn't think anyone else in the 
country knew, just our class — and I was 
going to tell everybody.

Ten difficult years have passed since 


the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 
When it occurred many of us were cer- 
tain it would be as traumatic a national 
disaster as we would ever experience. As 
people still recall where they were when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked or Franklin 
Roosevelt died, many of us sensed Imme- 
diately that we could not conceivably for- 
get our whereabouts at the time of this 
tragedy of comparable consequence. 


Our grief was overwhelming. Our loss 


was of a 46-year-old president of extraor- 
dinary intellect and personal magnetism 
who had Injected vitality and style Into 
an office seemingly tired-and direction- 
less in the waning years of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. However, while 
we mourned and feared for the future, 
we had no expectation that the events of 
the next decade would at times be so 
nightmarish that JFK's death could to- 


day be viewed as a distant beginning of a 
long spiritual depression. 


Cynicism and doubt set in almost im- 


mediately in the hours and days follow- 
ing Nov. 22,1963. The millions of families 
that clustered, as mine did, before' tele- 
vision sets that Friday and through the 
next Monday were witnesses to the in- 
credible. The arrest of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the alleged but not confessed as- 
sassin, his shooting by Jack Ruby, and 
then, finally, the President laid to rest 
before a dispirited and confused nation. 


NOBODY, IT SEEMED, was quite cer- 


tain how it had all happened, and before 
people wiped away their tears they cm- 
braced unsubstantiated but inventive the- 
ories. Not even the report of a presiden- 
tial commission, headed by U.S. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, issued the next fall, 
could convince many that there had been 
no conspiracy. Subsequent critiques of

Our teacher was from 
a foreign country and I remember she 
couldn't understand why we were so up- 
set. She herded us all into a rest room 
and site had to keep putting cold towels 
on our faces because we wouldn't stop 
crying." 


Wendy Bcrkowitz was in a public 


school, also in second grade. The teacher 
announced what happened and then they 
were dismissed for the day. "I remem- 
ber I didn't think anyone else in the 
country knew, just our class — and I was 
going to tell everybody. But I came 
home and my mother was just sitting at 
the kitchen table and she knew already," 
she said. 


TWO THINGS stand out in their memo- 


ries of the event, the group said. One 
was that they kept asking "why" — a 
question the adults around them were 
unable to answer. Also, they realized 
their parents and teachers did not really 
know the children understood what was 
happening. 


"Father Murphy got on the P.A. sys-

Ten difficult years have passed since 


the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 
When it occurred many of us were cer- 
tain It would be as traumatic a national 
disaster as we would ever experience. As 
people still recall where they were when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked, or Franklin 
Roosevelt died, many of us sensed imme- 
diately that we could not conceivably for- 
get our whereabouts at the time of this 
tragedy of comparable consequence. 


Our grief was overwhelming. Our loss 


was of a 46-year-old president of extraor- 
dinary intellect and personal magnetism 
who had injected vitality and style into 
an office seemingly tired and direction- 
less In the waning years of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. However, while 
we mourned and feared for the future, 
we had no expectation that the events of 
the next decade would at times be so 
nightmarish that JFK's death could to- 


day be viewed as a distant beginning of a 
long spiritual depression. 


Cynicism and doubt set in almost Im- 


mediately in the hours and days follow- 
ing Nov. 22,1963. The millions of families 
that clustered, as mine did, before tele- 
vision sets that Friday and through the 
next Monday were witnesses to the in- 
credible. The arrest of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the alleged but not confessed as- 
sassin, his shooting by Jack Ruby, and 
then, finally, the President laid to rest 
before a dispirited and confused nation. 


NOBODY. IT SEEMED, was quite cer- 


tain how it had all happened, and before 
people wiped away their tears they em- 
braced unsubstantiated but Inventive the- 
ories. Not even the report of a presiden- 
tial commission headed by U.S. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, issued the next fall, 
could convince many that there had been 
no conspiracy. Subsequent critiques of 
the report and conflicting interpretations

The Dlst. 59 School Board has been 


criticized by parents and teachers for its 
alleged failure to involve the two groups 
in the formulation of district student 
goals, 


Tho criticism followed a public hearing 


called by the board this week to "give 
the public a chance to comment" on a 
list of goals. The goals arc required by 
the state superintendent of instruction 
who will then evaluate the district by its 
goals and how it implements them. 


The hearing was labeled " . . . a 


sham," by Tonl Kane president of the 
Dlst. 59 Teachers' Council. Mrs. Kane Is- 
sued a prepared statement, saying, "The 
open hearing was only a formality to 
meet the requirements of the state super- 
intendent of instruction. We (the teach- 
ers) arc dissatisfied that teachers wero 
not asked as a group to be more directly 
Involved."

Community Council, a parents' organiza- 
tion, said the hearing was "an insult to 
my intelligence," adding she felt the 
board "had made up its mind in ad- 
vance," concerning the goals.

discussed and a notice was sent to the 


Teachers' Council. 


Erwin Poklacki, chairman of the 


board's policy committee, said it was 
perhaps partially his fault that the 
groups weren't specifically Invited to 
participate In the formulation of the 
goals, but he intends to "make them 
more aware of these meetings In the fu- 
ture." 


"I think board members were under 


the impression that the goals were Just a 
technicality which had to be filed," said 
Poklacki. "We already had a policy state- 
ment which we felt could be translated 
into the student goals. Because of that, 
we didn't feel like we had to go out and 
start from scratch in making up the 
goals. Other districts, which did not have 
such policy statements, had to start from 
the beginning."
